feel that the fact that the affected local­ 
ity IS in the hands of the government, 
aud under one management, will bi^ of 
great value in dealing with the scourge 
and enable better results to be abtained 
than wiiere ep idemics break out iu com­ 
mercial p laces. 
Already a uumber of inquiries have 
been receivt d by Ur. Wyman from quar­ 
antine officers throughout the United 
States asking wTiether they shall im - 
poM' a m aritim e quarantine against 
Norfolk.

Dr. Wa.sdiiTs official rep ort of his ex­ 
amination of existing conditions at the 
^oldl*•^^ home reached Mr. Wyman. It 
was ilainl Monday and notes the fact 
rhat rile doctor has seen all the cases of 
susp eeted diseases at the home, 
lit* 
sums up the liistory of the contagion as 
t'ollow>: 
“Pearly iu July an ‘old soldier’ en­ 
tered the home for a short rest and soon 
aiterward ap ijoared at the disp ensary, 
vhere he informed the p hj’sician in 
charge that lie was recently from San- 
tugo, via a transfKirt to a northern jiort, 
ilieiite lie started for Manila via San 
Fxaucis* <•, iH'at his way to the home on 
a freight tram and entered with his 
baggage. 
He comp lained of dumb 
chills and fever aud w'as p rescriiied for. 
He mingled freely wdth the inmates of 
the home, and a short time ago disap - 
IM'ured. 
« .“From tliis as a fKissible cause the 
outbreak is as follows; 
Preceding Fri 
day, the JTtii lust., there had been no­ 
ticed iiotliiug of a susp icious uatiin^. 
The weekly death rate was usual. 
Hut 
on the gist and 
there became ill dur­ 
ing the iiiglit, with sharp or less chill, 
higii fever, some eight or ten inmates, 
nieii of nnu.sually good health. 
■'Tiie-e seizures,although|uoted as p e­ 
culiar, had occasioned no alarm until 
about Thursday, “27tli, when a death oc­ 
curred. the man becoming distinctly 
yellow some time p rior to death. On or 
about the same day another one died 
without having attracted p articular at- 
teutiou; he also turned yellow w'hite. 
Autop sies were held on both by the resi­ 
dent p athologist. It was then or a little 
lahT that tlie telegram was sent you 
asking for an exjiert. I found there 
was 8,o()0 inmates and that 25 had been 
taken ill since tne 21st.” 
Dr. Wasdin says he withheld a p osi­

W as h i n g t o n , Aug. 1.—Senator Bur­ 
rows of Michigan, in an interview with 
a rep orter, said in p art; 
“ Unless the war in the Philip p ines 
sp eedily ends, it will become an im ­ 
p ortant p olitical factor, aud its continu­ 
ance will make the outlook for Rep ub­ 
lican success uncertain, to say the least. 
If I could have had my way, we would 
have simp lv taken a coaling station or a 
base of sup p lies lu the island of Luzon, 
we would not have p aid a p enny to 
Snaiu, and we would have our foothold 
iu the east without the sacrifice of life 
and money.” 
I 
He said he believed iu securing a 
share iu the markets of the Orient for 
our p eop le and further said iu p art: 
“ At the same time, we must not over­ 
look tiie fact that we uiay run counter 
at any moment to England, France or 
Germany, and I believe that England, 
now ap p arently so friendly, will strike 
at us the moment we cross her tlires- 
iiold. 
“ If our p articip atiou iu the eastern 
trade is to be p urchased at the cost of 
an iudefinitti war in the Philip p ines, 
we will p ay a very large p rice for what 
we receive. 
“ The p resident is acting wisely, iu 
my op inion, in endeavoring to restore 
p eace aud order iu the Philip p ines by 
sending an iucrea.sed army to assist 
General Otis. 
“ We must remember, however, that 
although we have uow beeu fighting 
some time, we liave con(iuered a terri­ 
tory only alx>ut 50 miles to tlie north of 
Manila and 15 miles to the south, a 
mere bagatelle comimred with the im ­ 
mense area of the archip elago. If the 
additional troop s sent to General Otis 
cannot restore ¡leuce, congress will have 
to deal witii the p roblem and ought to 
have, by Dec. 1, some definite informa­ 
tion up on wliicli to act. 
“ You would not uow abandon the 
Philip p ines i*” suggested the reixirter. 
“ 1 do not see liow we can get away 
now,” said the senator. 
“ We cannot 
surreudcir our sliip s to Aguiualdo ami 
say to him tliat he can murder our sol­ 
diers.

aud all tiiat p ertains to equip p ing an 
army fur siirvice had to be manufac­ 
tured, transíKirted and distributed for 
use. 
“ From the statemeut referred to the 
p ublic might be led to lielieve that the 
volunteer army was officered by men 
selected through [Kilitical influence by 
tlie secretary of war by sp ecial favor 
and without any regard to fitness for 
the duties they were to p erform. 
As is 
well known, the volunteer force, with 
the excep tion of three regiments of en­ 
gineers, three rogimeiits of cavalry and 
ten regiments of immune infantry, was 
made up of regiments from the various 
states, tiie officers of which were all u¡)- 
p oiutod exclusively by the governors of 
the resp ective states from whicli the 
regiments came, and any officer found 
unfitted lor service aud di.scliarged was 
rep lace» ! by another in the .same man­ 
ner. The p resident had no voice or 
control ill tne matter. 
“ The officers ai)p ointed by the p resi­ 
dent numbered all told 1,032. 
Of this 
number 442 were taken from the regu 
lar army and 501 from civil life. 
“ For a little over 
1,000 ap p ointments 
made by the [iresideut, the number of 
ap p licationw as over 25,000 aud each 
ap p lication was accomp anied by a cer­ 
tificate of his ability, aud iu most in­ 
stances the military service, either iu 
the regular army or a state organiza­ 
tion, and not inlre([uently iu both. 
“Of tlie number ap p ointed there were, 
for iustance, 
20 major 
generals, of 
whom 10 were taken from tlie regular 
army and seven Irom civil life. 
Of 
these seven all but one were graduates 
of West Point Military academy aud all 
had distinguished thein.selves iu com­ 
mand during the (Jivil war. Of briga­ 
dier general.s there were 102 ap iMiinted, 
Ü0 from the regular army aud 30 troin 
civil life. 
Those from civil life had all 
seen service durmg the Civil war or on 
our western frontier, aud all hiui p roven 
themselves comiieteut to command. 
“ It has lieeu stated, aud refieated 
many times, that the secretary of war 
made these ap p uiutmeuts, when the 
truth is that very few were made up on 
his recoinmeudatiou, although he cansiMi 
the entire list with the recommeuda- 
uous to be comp iled aud p laced before 
the p resident for his selection. 
“ I would be only too glad to have 
had the honor to nave made these ap ­ 
p ointments. 
No better, no more loyal 
or more p atriotic set of men as a whole 
ever served their country aud their ap ­ 
p ointments were a credit not only to 
the ap p ointing ¡lower, but to the coun­ 
try they served. There were excep tions, 
but that could not have beeu foreseen. 
“ There were three regiments of cav­ 
alry, tiie officers of wnich were ap ­ 
p ointed by the secretary of war. Colo­ 
nel Leonard WcKxi, uow a bngaiiier 
general ami commanding the dep ^t- 
meuts of Santiago aud,Puerto Ifi'incip e, 
was one of the.se. Colonel Grigsby and 
Colonel Tor rey, bfith good officers, were 
the other two. There were three regi­ 
ments of engineers, the colonels of 
whicli were all graduates of the mili­ 
tary academy, and not only the officers 
but the euli.sted men were selected with 
a view to their sp ecial fitue.ss, aud iu 
most instances up on the recommenda­ 
tions of the colonels themselves, and 
ail p roved them.selves most efficient.

Hampton and Phoebus Held In 


S tric t Quarantine. 


5EW CASE AT SOLDIERS’ HOHF. 


Thirty-'**vc" Cases and Seven D eaths A l­ 


to g eth er From th e Y ellow F ev er—Gar- 


rteon at Ft. M onroe O rdered 


W allin Told H ow th e 


R em oved. 
D isease Started. 


W ashington, Aug. I.—The advices 
show a total of 37 cases and seven 
deaths from yellow fever at the Soldiers’ 
home, at Hampton, Va. 
One new case 
occurred at the home. 
Thus far the 
disease has been confined to the home, 
but all surrounding towns are excited, 
aud a vigorous quarantine is being 
maintained. 
Dr. W asdin of the m a­ 
rine hospital service is in charge of 
affairs at Ham pton and is working in 
co-operation w ith the local boards of 
health. 
He has strengthened the cordon 
about Hie town of Phoebus, which he 
reports is rn a very bad sanitary condi­ 
tion 
The fact th at only one new case 
appeared is encouraging to the officials 
here, who are taking every measure to 
prevent a spread of the disease. 
They 
feel that the fact th at the affected local­ 
ity is in the hands of the governm ent, 
arni under one m anagem ent, will be of 
great value in dealing w ith the scourge 
and enable better results to be abtaiued 
than where epidemics break out in com­ 
mercial places. 
Already a num ber of inquiries have 
been received by Dr. W yman from quar­ 
antine officers throughout the United 
States asking w hether they shall im- 
pose a m aritime quarantine against 
Norfolk. 
He has replied th at there ap ­ 
pears to be no necessity for such restric­ 
tion in the case of either Norfolk or 
Newport News. 
Dr. Wasdin’s official report of his ex­ 
amination of existing conditions at the 
Soldiers home reached Mr. W yman. It 
was dated Monday and notes the fact 
that the doctor has seen all the cases of 
suspected diseases at the home, 
He 
sums up the history of the contagion as 
follows: 
“Early in July an ‘old soldier’ en­ 
tered the home for a short rest and soon 
alter ward appeared at the dispensary, 
inhere he informed the physician in 
charge that he was recently from San­ 
tiago, via a transport to a northern port, 
thence he started for M anila via San 
Francisco, beat his way to the home oil 
a freight train and entered w ith his 
baggage. 
He 
complained of dum b 
chills aud fever aud was prescribed for. 
He mingled freely w ith the inm ates of 
the home, aud a short tim e ago disap­ 
peared. 
*a“From this as a possible cause the 
outbreak is as follows: 
Preceding F ri­ 
day, the J7th inst., there had been no­ 
ticed nothing of a suspicious nature. 
The weekly death rate was usual, 
But 
on the 21st aud 22d there became ill d u r­ 
ing the night, w ith sharp or less chill, 
high fever, some eight or ten inm ates, 
men of unusually good health. 
“These seizures,although|uoted as pe­ 
culiar, had occasioned no alarm until 
about Thursday, 27th, when a death oc­ 
curred, the m an becoming distinctly 
yellow some tim e prior to death. On or 
about the same day another one died 
without having attracted particular a t­ 
tention: he also turned yellow white. 
Autopsies were held on both by the resi­ 
dent pathologist. It was then or a little 
later that tile telegram was sent you 
asking for an expert. I found there 
was 3,500 inmates and th at 25 had been 
taken ill since tne 21st.” 
Dr. Wasdin says he w ithheld a posi­ 
tive diagnosis in his first communica­ 
tion because of the assertion of Suregon 
Vickery at the home th at there had 
been no communication of the inm ates 
with any Cuban soldiers returned since 
last May or early in June. 
With the discovery of the probable 
ongin of the infection and the two au ­ 
topsies there can be no doubt, he says, 
about the disease being yellow fever, 
and continues: 
“I have advised M ajor Vickery to 
empty the dorm itory infected, at once, 
putting the men preferably in tents. 
The grounds are closed. 
There has 
been a very free intercom m unication 
between the inm ates and the people of 
-Phoebus, a 
public 
house near the 
grounds having 
been freely visited 
jntd last night. 
I have suggested to 
TTT- Pettus to m eet one or more of the

The officers of the m arine hospital 
lervice refused to speculate on the 
genesis of the epidemic, but it is geuer- 
erally believed to have originated in 
some of the shore dives in Phoebus and 
cases were looked for there. 
A rrange­ 
m ents are already made to throw quar­ 
antine lines around any place where the 
disease shows itself outside of the home. 
It was directed that the Josiah Sim p­ 
son hospital at Fort Monroe be turned 
over to the m arine hospital service if lr 
is wanted. 
This hospital contains 1,000 
beds aud was fitted up for the troops 
stationed at Newport News last sum ­ 
mer. 
The m arine hospital service hurried a 
num ber of surgeons to Hampton and 
vicity.

W a sh in g t o n, Aug. I.—Senator Bur­ 
rows of Michigan, in an interview w ith 
a reporter, said in part: 
“ Unless the w ar in the Philippines 
speedily ends, it will become an im ­ 
portant political factor, and its continu­ 
ance will make-the outlook for Repub­ 
lican success uncertain, to say the least. 
If I could have had my way, we would 
have simply taken a coaling station or a 
base of supplies in the island of Luzon, 
we would not have paid a penny to 
Spain, aud we would have our foothold 
in the east w ithout the sacrifice of life 
and motley. ” 
He said he believed in securing a 
share in the m arkets of the Orient for 
our people and further said in part: 
“ At the same time, we m ust not over­ 
look tile fact that we may run counter 
at any moment to England, France or 
Germ any, aud I believe th at England, 
now apparently so friendly, will strike 
at us the moment we cross her thres­ 
hold. 
“ If our participation in the eastern 
trade is to be purchased at the cost of 
an indefinite w ar in the Philippines, 
we will pay a very large price for w hat 
we receive. 
“ The president is acting wisely, in 
my opinion, in endeavoring to restore 
peace and order in the Philippines by 
sending an increased arm y to assist 
General Otis. 
“ We m ust remember, however, that 
although we have now been fighting 
some time, we have conquered a terri­ 
tory ouly about 50 miles to the north of 
M anila aud 15 miles to the south, a 
mere bagatelle compared w ith the im ­ 
mense area of the archipelago. 
If the 
additional troops sent to General Otis 
cannot restore peace, congress will have 
to deal w ith the problem aud ought to 
have, by Dec. I, some definite inform a­ 
tion upon which to act. 
“ You would not now abaudou the 
Ir'hilippines ' i * ' suggested the reporter. 
“ I do not see how we eau get away 
now ,” said the senator. 
“ We cannot 
surrender our snips to Aguinaldo aud 
say to him that he can m urder our sol­ 
diers. 
Now that we nave commenced,

A statem ent prepared by Alger said 
in part: 
“ I am led to make the following state­ 
m ents on account of the m any criticisms 
which have been made by the public 
press, and escially on account of a re­ 
cent article which appeared in the Lon­ 
don Times containing assertions which 
have no foundation in tru th . 
“ At the Commencement of the war 
w ith Spain and for several years prior 
to that tim e the regular arm y consisted 
of only 25,000 men, w ith the m inimum 
num ber of officers prescribed by law. 
The situation can be partially appreci­ 
ated w hen it is remembered th at w ithin 
60 days from the declaration of war 
tne strength of the arm y was increased 
to 275,000 men, and everything for the 
equipm ent of this great force, includ­ 
ing clothing, tents, transportation, m ed­ 
ical supplies, camps aud camp equippuge 
and all th at pertains to equipping an 
arm y for service had to be m anufac­ 
tured, transported aud distributed for 
use. 
“ From the statem ent referred to the 
public m ight be led to believe that the 
volunteer arm y was officered by meu 
selected through political influence by 
the secretary of w ar by special favor 
aud w ithout any regard to fitness for 
the duties they were to perform. 
As is 
well kuown, the volunteer force, w ith 
the exception of three regim ents of en­ 
gineers, three regim ents of cavalry and 
ten regim ents of imm une infantry, was 
made up of regim ents from the various 
states, tile officers of which were all ap­ 
pointed exclusively by the governors of 
the respective states from whicli the 
regim ents came, and any officer found 
unfitted for service and discharged was 
replaced by another in the same m an­ 
ner. 
The president had no voice or 
control in tile m atter. 
“ The officers appointed by the presi­ 
dent numbered ail told 1,032. 
Of this 
num ber 442 were taken from the regu 
lar arm y and 591 from civil life. 
“For a little over 1,000 appointments 
made by the president, the num ber of 
applications was over 25,000 aud each 
application was accompanied by a cer­ 
tificate of his ability, aud in most in ­ 
stances the m ilitary service, either in 
the regular army or a state organiza­ 
tion, aud not infrequently in both. 
“ Of the number appointed there were, 
for instance, 20 m ajor 
generals, of 
whom 19 were taken from tile regular 
arm y and seven I rom civil life. 
Of 
these seven all but one were graduates 
of West Poiut M ilitary academy and all 
had distinguished themselves in com­ 
m and during the Civil war. 
Of briga­ 
dier generals there were 102 appointed, 
OO from the regular arm y and 30 from 
civil life. 
Those from civil life had all 
seen service (luring the Civil w ar or on 
our western frontier, and all had proven 
themselves competent to command. 
“ It has been stated, and repeated 
m any times, that the secretary of w ar 
made these appointments, when the 
tru th is th at very few were made upon 
his recommendation, although he caused 
the entire list w ith the recommenda­ 
tions to be compiled and placed before 
the president for his selection. 
“ I would be only too glad to have 
had the honor to nave made these ap­ 
pointm ents. 
No better, no more loyal 
or more patriotic set of men as a whole 
ever served their country and their ap­ 
pointm ents were a credit not only to 
the appointing power, but to the coun­ 
try they served. There were exceptions, 
b at th at could not have been foreseen. 
“ There were three regim ents of cav­ 
alry, the officers of wnich were ap­ 
pointed by the secretary of war. 
Colo­ 
nel Leonard Wood, now a brigadier 
general and commanding the depart­ 
m ents of Santiago aud,Puerto Principe, 
was one of these. 
Colonel Grigsby and 
Colonel Torrey, both good officers, were 
the other two. 
There were three regi­ 
m ents of engineers, the colonels of 
which were all graduates of the m ili­ 
tary academy, and not only the officers 
but the enlisted men were selected w ith 
a view to their special fitness, and in 
m ost instances upon the recommenda­ 
tions of the colonels themselves, and 
all proved themselves most efficient. 
“ There were also ten regim ents of 
im m une infantry, of whose colonels 
eight were graduates of the m ilitary 
academy who were selected for special 
fitness to command, and in the short 
tim e these regim ents were in service de­ 
veloped rem arkable proficiency. 
^ “ Criticisms as to the am ounts and 
methods of expenditures whicn could 
im ply the wrong or careless use of 
money were also made by the London 
Times. 
This charge is false. 
So far as 
the conduct of the service was con­ 
cerned, no person w ith any knowledge 
of the facts can ever charge truthfully, 
and no on one can ever show th at a dol­ 
lar was m isappropriated, stolen or em ­ 
bezzled out ot the hundreds of millions 
of dollars that were expended.

a p p e a r e d is encouraging to the officials 
here, who are laking every measure to 
prevent a spread of the disease.

f e e l that the fact th at the affected local­ 
ity is in the hands of the government, 
aud under one m anagem ent, will be of 
great value in dealing w ith the scourge 
aud enable better results to be abtained 
than where epidemics break out in com­ 
mercial places. 
Already a num ber of inquiries have 
been received by Dr. W yman from quar­ 
antine officers throughout the United 
States asking w hether they shall im ­ 
pose a maritime quarantine against 
Norfolk. 
He has replied th at there ap­ 
pears to be no necessity for such restric­ 
tion in the case of either Norfolk or 
Newport News. 
Dr. Wasdin’s official report of his ex­ 
amination of existing conditions at the 
Soldiers home reached Mr. W yman. It 
was dated Monday and notes the fact 
that the doctor has seen all the cases of 
suspected diseases at the home, 
He 
sums up the history of the contagion as 
follows* 
“Early in July an ‘old soldier’ en­ 
tered the home for a short rest and soon 
afterward appeared at the dispensary, 
Adhere he informed the physician in 
charge that lie was recently from San­ 
tiago, via a transport to a northern port, 
thence lie started for M anila via San 
Francisco, beat iiis way to the home oil 
a freight tram ami entered w ith in s 
baggage. 
He complained of dum b 
chill-, aud fever and was prescribed for. 
He mingled freely w ith the inm ates of 
the home, aud a short tim e ago disap­ 
peared. 
ta “From this as a possible cause the 
outbreak is as follows: 
Preceding F ri­ 
day, the 27th inst., there had been no­ 
ticed nothing of a suspicious nature. 
The weekly death rate was usual, 
But 
ou the 21st and 22d there became ill d u r­ 
ing the night, w ith sharp or less chill, 
high fever, some eight or ten inmates, 
men of unusually good health. 
“These seizures,although|uoted as pe­ 
culiar, had occasioned no alarm until 
about Thursday, 27th, when a death oc­ 
curred, the man becoming distinctly 
yellow some tim e prior to death. On or 
about the same day another one died 
without having attracted particular a t­ 
tention; he also turned yellow white. 
Autopsies w ere held on both by the resi­ 
dent pathologist. It was then or a little 
later that the telegram w as sent yon 
asking for an expert. 
I found there 
was 8,500 inmates and th at 25 had been 
taken ill since tne 21st.” 
Dr. Wasdin says he w ithheld a posi­ 
tive diagnosis in his first communica­ 
tion because of the assertion of Suregon 
v ickery at the home th at tnere had 
been no communication of the inm ates 
with any Cuban soldiers returned since 
mst May or early in June. 
With the discovery of the probable 
origin of the infection and the two au­ 
topsies there can be no doubt, he says, 
about the disease being yellow fever, 
and continues:

W ashington, Aug. I.—Senator Bur­ 
rows of Michigan, rn aa interview with 
a reporter, said in part:

If I could have had my way, we would 
have simply taken a coaling station or a 
base of supplies in the island of Luzon, 
we would not have paid a penny to 
Sm iu, aud we would have our foothold 
in the east without the sacrifice of life 
and m oney.”

“ The president is acting wisely, in 
my opinion, iii endeavoring to restore 
peace aud order in the Philippines by 
sending an increased arm y to assist 
General Otis. 
“ We m ust remember, however, that 
although w*e have now been fighting 
some time, we have conquered a terri­ 
tory only about 50 miles to the north of 
M anila and 15 miles to the south, a 
mere bagatelle compared w ith the im ­ 
mense area of the archipelago.

The queen of the Harrison gypsies 
with her family, aw aits the gathering 
of her people on the Netherwood road 
not three miles from Plainfield, N. 
The H arrisons hav e not assembled for 
20 years, and in that time they hav e 
arattered all ov er the continent. They 
trav el only in the gypsy way, in their 
own tv agous, carrying all their world 
ly goods with them. 
Some of them 
startetl from the Pacific slope months 
ago for this meeting. Others, in Dela 
W’are, Pennsylv ania and New Y’ork 
hav e but just turned their horses 
heads toward Netherwood. 
It is ex 
pected that the gathering will soon be 
complete. 
The meeting place is the regular 
summer camp of the queen, ‘‘Snak e 
M ary,” and her own immediate fam i­ 
ly. 
It is beside the main road, in 
clunii) of trees on the tslge of a field. 
A i)ainfully prosaic roadhouse is only 
a few rods away. The Harrisons made 
no eiYoit to secure eomphde priv acy. 
They lik e to hav e v isitors come. When 
all the families are assembled, it is 
their purpose to rope In the encamp­ 
ment and charge an admission fee of 
25 cents “to defray the expense which 
many of them hav e Incurred in mak ­ 
ing their long journeys.” 
The place is 
only 15 m inutes’ w’alk from Nether­ 
wood station, and they hope to mak e 
money out of folk s who come from 
nearby towns. 
The family now here numbers 10 or 
11 persons. “Snak e Mary,” as the out­ 
side world calls her, or “grandm a,” 
as the family itself calls her, is k nown 
to 
the 
Harrison 
tribe 
as 
“the 
queen.” 
She is 94 years old. She was 
born in Egypt and has the brown sk in 
and tlie dea<l black hair that charac­ 
terize the people of the pyramids. 
Tlu‘re was a newspaper photographer 
In the party that v isited the encamp­ 
ment the other afternoon, and sk e 
wouldn’t come out of the tent in whieh 
slie was work ing if she could help it. 
One of the grandsons, who di<l not 
share her i» rejudie» *s against the cam- 
♦‘la. pulled aside a flap of the tent, and 
she eanie out to pull it hack , conqdain- 
ing bitterly against all photographers 
and 
their 
ways. 
'I'he 
photograph 
was tak en in the midst of her plaint, 
(ir ‘Mt was the joy (» f the younger gen­ 
eration, who exchanged noisy eongrat- 
ulaiions that they ha<l at last “got 
ahi'ad of grandm a.” 
The members of the tribe talk with a 
freedom from bad gram m ar that is 
ratlier surprising to one who has pre­ 
conceiv ed noti<ms that the gypsies are 
a shiftless and unpleasant race. Ruth 
men and women are neatly dressed 
and carry themselv es rather in the 
manner of city folk s on an outing. Part 
of the qiieiui’s lifetime was spent in 
v isiting the regions in which the dif-' 
fereiit families of the tribe roam. She 
was erowne<l ane\v by each family she 
v isited. 
In that way her household 
has ac(iuired an easy and Intimate 
k nowledge of ev ery part of the coun­ 
try. 
The male head of the family is 
.lames 
Ilarrisou. 
the 
husband 
of 
“Snak e M ary’s” oldest daughter, who 
is about 50 years old. 
“King Jam es,” 
as the gypsies call Ilarrisou, has the 
look of a k een, clean cut American of 
Scotch or Irish descent. He has a sou 
whose name is the same as his own. 
There are a uuniher of ehihlren. luas- 
miieh as they spend mueh of their 
time playing under the wagons, they 
were not exactly in a state to appear 
on any forma 1 occasion, such, for in­ 
stance, as a Sunday setuH)! festiv al, the 
other day. 
but 
thtur clothes 
were 
whole. 
There was not a patch or a 
tear anyw here v isible. 
The ehhu- .lames Harrison talk ed 
fre<‘ly about the family. 
In this iiart 
of New .lersey, he said, and, in fact, in 
any part of the country in which this 
family or any members of the H arri­ 
son tribe had spent any time, he had 
nev er observ ed an unfriendly spirit. 
“W herev er we go.” he added, “we are 
k nown, and we nev er hav e any diffi­ 
culty. 
The Harrisons hav e made a 
good, 
clean 
name 
for 
themselv es. 
There are la^jple going around who are 
dishonest, maiieious and a bad lot gen­ 
erally. They tak e the name of gypsies, 
and they cause ^leople who hav e any- 
thlug to do with them to think that 
gypsies are v ery bad people to hav e 
around. 
We nev er harmed anybody, 
and as people learn to understand that 
fact they are glad to see us when we 
come back each year. 
We hear the 
same story from all the other 40 fami­ 
lies of our tribe.” 
The members of the family speak to 
one another sometimes in English, 
•sometimes 
in 
their 
own 
Uomanv 
tongue. 
Thoir wagons are stroiiirlv 
built an.d brig ht with fresli paint. 
The 


tnrpauims are fiew look ing. Ineldi^ the 
liv ing wagons the berths are laid with 
clean linen sheets and hung with fine 
lace curtains. There is ev ery ev idence 
of 
family 
prosperity.

younger women, the wife of the junior 
James, cheerfully undertook to tell the 
fortune of a v isitor. 
She warned him

Harrisons Coming From Far and 
Near to Netherwood, N. J. 


HAVE HOT MET POR TWENTY YEARS 


F o r ty F a m ilie s to A ssem ble A round 
T h e ir A ged Q ueen, W hom th eW To rld 


K now n a s “ S nake M ary”—R o m an y 
T rib e , W h o A re C lean an d Not L a - 


w elco m e V isito rs. 


The queen of the Harrison gypsies, 
with her family, awaits the gathering 
of her people on the Netherwood road, 
not three miles from Plainfield, N. J. 
The Harrisons have not assembled for 
20 years, and in that time they have 
scattered all over the continent. They 
travel only In the gypsy way, in their 
own wagons, carrying all their world­ 
ly goods with them. 
Some of them 
started from the Pacific slope months 
ago for this meeting. 
Others, in Dela­ 
ware, Pennsylvania and New York, 
have but just turned their horses’ 
heads toward Netherwood. 
It is ex­ 
pected that the gathering will soon be 
complete. 
The meeting place is the regular 
summer camp of the queen, ‘‘Snake 
Mary,” and lier own immediate fam i­ 
ly. 
It is beside the main road, in a 
clump of trees on the edge of a field. 
A painfully prosaic roadhouse is only 
a few rods away. The Harrisons made 
no effort to secure complete privacy. 
They like to have visitors come. 
When 
all the families are assembled, it is 
their purpose to rope in the encamp­ 
ment and charge an admission fee of 
25 cents ‘‘to defray the expense which 
many of them have incurred in mak­ 
ing their long journeys.” 
The place is 
only 15 minutes’ walk from Nether­ 
wood station, and they hope to make 
money out of folks who come from 
nearby towns. 
The family now here numbers IO or 
ll persons. “Snake Mary,” as the out­ 
side wTorld calls her, or “grandma,” 
as the family itself calls her, is known 
to 
the 
Harrison 
tribe 
as 
“the 
queen.” 
She is 94 years old. 
She was 
lK>rn in Egypt and has the brown skin 
and the dead black hair that charac­ 
terize the people of the pyramids. 
There was a newspaper photographer 
in tile party that visited the encamp­ 
ment the other afternoon, and ske 
wouldn’t come out of the tent in which 
she was working if she could help it. 
One of the grandsons, who did not 
share her prejudices against the cam­ 
era, pulled aside a flap of the tent, and 
she came out to pull it back, complain­ 
ing bitterly against all photographers 
and 
their 
ways. 
The 
photograph 
was taken in the midst of lier plaint. 
Or-at was the joy of the younger gen­ 
eration, who exchanged noisy congrat­ 
ulations that they had at last ‘‘got 
ahead of grandma.” 
The members of the tribe talk with a 
freedom from bad grammar that is 
rather surprising to one who has pre­ 
conceived notions that the gypsies are 
a shiftless and unpleasant race. Both 
men and women are neatly dressed 
and carry themselves rather in the 
manner of city folks on an outing. Part 
of the queen’s lifetime was spent iu 
visiting the regions in which the dif-* 
fereut families of tile tribe roam. 
She 
was crowned anew’ by each family she 
visited. 
In that wyay her household 
has acquired an easy and intimate 
knowledge of every part of the coun­ 
try. 
The male head of the family is 
Jam es 
Harrison, 
the 
husband 
of 
“Snake Mary's” oldest daughter, who 
is about 50 years old. 
“King Jam es,” 
as tile gypsies call Harrison, has the 
look of a keen, clean cut American of 
Scotch or Irish descent. 
He has a son 
whose name is the same as his ow’n. 
There are a number of children. 
Inas­ 
much as they spend much of their 
time playing under the wagons, they 
w’ere not exactly in a state to appear 
on any formal occasion, such, for in­ 
stance, as a Sunday school festival, the 
other day, 
but 
their clothes 
were 
w’hole. 
There was not a patch or a 
tear anywhere visible. 
The elder Jam es 
Harrison talked 
freely about the family. 
In this part 
of New Jersey, he said, and, in fact, iii 
any part of the country in which this 
family or any members of the Harri­ 
son tribe had spent any time, he had 
never observed an unfriendly spirit. 
“Wherever we go,” he added, “we are 
know’u. and we never have any diffi­ 
culty. 
The Harrisons have made a 
good, 
clean 
name 
for 
themselves. 
There are people going around who are 
dishonest, malicious and a bad lot gen­ 
erally. They take the name of gypsies, 
and they cause people who have any­ 
thing to do with them to think that 
gypsies are very bad people to have 
around. 
We never harmed anybody, 
and aa people learn to understand that 
fact they are glad to see us when we 
come back each year. 
We hear the 
same story from all the other 40 fami 
lies of our tribe.” 
The members of the family speak to 
one another sometimes in 
English, 
sometimes 
in 
their 
own 
Romany 
tongue. 
Their wagons are strongly 
built and bright with fresh paint. The 


tarpaulins are flew looking. Inside tnt 
living w’agons the berths are laid with 
dean linen sheets and hung with fine 
lace curtains. 
There is every evidence 
of 
family 
prosperity. 
One 
of 
the 
younger women, the wife of the junior 
James, cheerfully undertook to tell the 
fortune of a visitor. 
She warned him 
n the usual way against signing a pa­ 
per that was about to be presented to 
him and that within a few months he 
w’as to go away on a long journey. 
When she took his dollar and tied it up 
In the corner of her apron, she disclos­ 
ed $8 or $10 which had preceded it.

The queen of the Harrison gypsies, 
with her family, aw aits the gathering 
of her people on the Netherwood road, 
not three miles from Plainfield, N. J. 
The H arrisons have not assembled for 
20 years, arui in that time they have 
scattered all over the continent. They 
travel only In the gypsy way, in their 
own wagons, carrying all their world 
ly goods with them. 
Some of them 
start et) from the Pacific slope months 
ago for this meeting. 
Others, in Dela­ 
ware, Pennsylvania and New Y’ork, 
have but ju st turned their horses’ 
beads tow ard Netherwood. 
It is ex 
pected that the gathering will soon be 
complete. 
The meeting place is the regular 
sum m er cam p of the queen, “Snake 
M ary,” and her own immediate fami 
ly. 
It is b esid e the main road, in a 
clump of trees on the edge of a field 
A painfully prosaic roadhouse is only 
a few rods si way. The Harrisons m ade 
no effort to secure complete privacy. 
They like to have visitors come. 
When 
all the families are assembled, it is 
their purpose to rope in the encam p­ 
ment and charge an admission fee of 
25 cents “to defray the expense which 
many of them have incurred in m ak­ 
ing their long journeys.” 
The place is 
only 15 m inutes’ walk from N ether­ 
wood station, and they hope to m ake 
money out of folks who come from 
nearby towns. 
The family now here num bers IO or 
ll persons. "Snake Mary,” as the out­ 
side world calls her, or "grandm a,” 
as the family itself calls her, is known 
to 
the 
H arrison 
tribe 
as 
"the 
queen.” 
She is 94 years old. 
She w as 
born in Egypt and has the brown skin 
and the dead black hair that charac­ 
terize the people of the pyramids. 
There was a new spaper photographer 
In tile party th a t visited the encam p­ 
ment 
the other afternoon, and she 
wouldn’t come out of the tent in which 
she was w orking if she could help it. 
One of the grandsons, who did not 
share her prejudices against the cam ­ 
era. pulled aside a flap of the tent, and 
she came out to pull it back, com plain­ 
ing bitterly against all photographers 
and 
their 
ways. 
The 
photograph 
was taken iii tile midst of her plaint. 
(if >at was the joy of the younger gen 
oration, who exchanged noisy congrat­ 
ulations that they had at last “got 
ahead of grandm a.” 
The members of the tribe talk with a 
freedom from bad gram m ar that is 
rather surprising to one who has pre 
conceived notions that the gypsies a re 
a shiftless and unpleasant race. Both 
men and women are neatly dressed 
and carry themselves rather in the 
m anner of city folks on an outing. P a rt 
of the queen's lifetime was spent in 
visiting the regions in which the dif 
ferent families of the tribe roam. 
She 
was crowned anew by each family she 
visited. 
In th a t way her household 
has acquired an easy and Intimate 
knowledge of every p a rt of the coun­ 
try. 
The male head of the family is 
Jam es 
Harrison, 
the 
husband 
of 
“Snake M ary’s” oldest daughter, who 
is about 50 years old. 
"K ing Jam es,” 
as tile gypsies call Harrison, has the 
look of a keen, clean cut American of 
Scotch or Irish descent. 
He has a son 
whose nam e is the sam e as his own. 
There are a num ber of children. 
In a s­ 
much as they spend much of their 
time playing under the wagons, they 
were not exactly in a state to appear 
on any formal occasion, such, for in­ 
stance, as a Sunday school festival, the 
other day, 
but 
their clothes 
were 
whole. 
There w as not a patch or a 
tear anyw here visible. 
The elder Jam es Harrison talked 
freely about the family. 
In this part 
of New Jersey, he said, and, in fact, in 
any p art of the country in which this 
family or any members of the H a rri­ 
son tribe had spent any time, he had 
never observed an unfriendly spirit. 
“W herever we go.” he added, "we are 
knowu, and we never have any diffi­ 
culty. 
The H arrisons have made a 
good, 
clean 
nam e 
for 
themselves. 
There are people going around who are 
dishonest, malicious and a bad lot gen­ 
erally. 
They take the nam e of gypsies, 
aud they cause people who have an y ­ 
thing to do with them to think that 
gypsies are very bad people to have 
around. 
We never harmed anybody, 
and as people learn to understand that 
fact they are glad to see us when we 
come back each year. 
We hear tile 
same story from all the other 40 fami­ 
lies of our tribe.” 
The m em bers of the family speak to 
one another sometimes 
in English, 
sometimes 
in 
their 
own 
Romany 
tongue. 
Their wagons are strongly 
built and bright with fresh paint. The 


tarpaulins are hew' looking. 
Inside the 
living wagons the berths are laid with 
clean linen sheets and hung with fine 
lace curtains.

In striking contrast with the neglect 
of the council of this city, Steubenville 
has already taken action upon Mr. Car­ 
negie’s library proposition and is act­ 
ively rushing the matter through. 
At the first meeting of S te u b e n v ille 
council after the offer was received a 
committee of three was appointed to 
take the preliminary steps towards ac­ 
ceptance of the proposition. 
This com­ 
mittee, says the Gazette, has power to 
act to the extent of appointing a com­ 
mittee of r i n z i n w h o ca n call a public 
meeting when- '-xpression of sentiment 
for or against accepting the proposition 
can be made. 
If. at this meeting, the 
people decide that^the city should need 
a library under the terms proposed, the 
duty of council will be clear. 


A Hoard o f T rustees. 
Under the statute the council can 
select a board of library trustees who 
will have power to make such arrange­ 
ments with Mr. Carnegie as oome within 
the range of his proposition. 
Further 
than this, the board will have oontrol of 
all money and the whole conduct of the 
building, the employment of librarian 
and janitors. 
In fact, all funds donated 
to a city are to be held in trust by a board 
appointed by council, and under the law 
only one member of council is eligible to 
the trusteeship. 


Cost o f M ain ten an ce. 
President Armstrong, of Steubenville 
council, estimates the 
chief cost of 
maintenance as follow s: 
Two librarians, $1,200; heating, $200; 
lighting, $400; janitor, $600; extra la 
bor, $200; total, 
$2,600. 
There will 
have to be an enabling act of the legisla­ 
ture to give the city power to issue 
bonds for site.

W ith cftm- 
niands continually on the march, as in 
the recent fly ing trip of Law ton Into 
the north, it is of course impossible to 
do more tlwin toss up the shelter halves 
and rake together a few arm fuls of rice 
straw for a be<l, but on the ea.st and 
the south of the city the troops a d ­ 
vance 
very 
little and consequently 
have their living spots, which have to 
be regarde<l as home, while the <laily 
work is carried out on the sentry paths 
and outposts. 
T he American soldiers have come to 
regard tw o sipiares of canvas with 
■mall sticks and ropes as Insufficient 
for an abode. In the first place, the a d ­ 
vice to sleep off the ground is faithful­ 
ly followed, probably not because it is 
advice, 
but because the men 
have 
learned by experience tha t sleeping on 
the ground 
brings rheum atism and 
other ailm ents, and tha t in ca.se of 
rainstorm s inundation follows. 
There 
Is, accordingly , a general hustle when 
cam p Is pitched for sections of bamboo 
flooring and any sort of flat bamboo 
structure to serve as a bed when prop­ 
ped up by sticks driven into the ground 
or by four stones rolled into position. 
In the comiuereMl territory the deserted 
huts y ield handsomely in these baml)oo 
arrangem ents, 
for 
every 
native 
in 
Luzon keeps a goodly supply of bam ­ 
boo furniture on hand, and if this has 
been pre-euqded the soldier takes the 
next best thing, which Is the floor. The 
floor of a hut Is constructed of thin 
bamboo strips nailed or tied to cross 
stringers. 
The bed constructed, up goes the 
“pup” tent, which Is pitclunl as If the 
bed w ere the ground, the ropes being 
fastened to the slats of the bed and a 
piece of baml>oo pole from the thicket 
ingeniously used us a riiigepole. 
Now 
the soldier’s house has Its nucleus. 
It 
begins to grow and it increases in size 
and com fort according to the length of 
tim e cam p is m aintained on that spot. 
It is a common maxim in the arm y , 
and sucli was ahso the ca.se formerly , 
according to the accounts of the hu­ 
morous si<ie of the civil war, that to 
clean up or to improve a cam p is to 
invite an order to break up and move. 
On many occasions one m.ay see thor-

over their tent. 
In the arm y blue 
book there are strict rules for building

in the riiilipiiines. The soldier in the 
tield is allowed 
to 
follow his own 
wl^jmh tifter Erecting his tent on a 
prescribed line. 
He may dig a cellar 
beneath it if he ciiooses. or he may 
erect a m iniature Eiffel tow er for an 
airy sitting room. 
soldier seldom inhabits his tent 
longer than a day umler a burning sun 
before he begins to skirm ish around 
for more protection. If the country in 
the vicinity of 
the camp has 
been re­ 
cently cleared 
of Filipinos, 
there is 
plenty of material. A section of nlpa 
thatch ere(‘ted with a pole at each 
corner heads off some of the sun when 
It is hot and rain when it is wet. Prob­ 
ably next comes a piece of bamboo 
m atting some Filipino has 
used 
for 
his bcdclotlie.s. 
A cast off piece 
of 
corrugated iron from Manila is con- 
■idered quite a prize. 
It can be bent 
Into a contrivance to shtnl w ater from 
the ridge of tiie tent and it can be 
uscti as the roof of a front porch. 
Often these cam ps are left In one spot 
long enough to allow the meu to set 
up housekeeping with all the accouter­ 
ments. 
But there is alw ay s that order 
to move hanging over one’s head, and 
It destroy s ambition. One of the dire­ 
ful things of w ar in the mind of the 
private is to build a camp for another 
organization to occupy . The disgust 
a t being compelled to leave camp has 
often culm inated in a burning up of 
gathered building m aterials, to the 
further disgust of the next set of 
campers. 
H aving sport with the rookies Is one 
of the pastim es of the volunteer sol­ 
dier serving at present in the Philip­ 
pines. 
A rooky is a recruit. Tlie regu­ 
lar regim ents which have been tra n s ­ 
ported to Manila since the trouble with 
the Filipinos began are full of rookies.

Tile recently arrived Ninth Unite*) 
Rf ates Infantry saw its first Philippine 
service in the trenches near Caloocan 
which had been vacated by the K ansas 
and .Montana men when they went for­ 
ward on that fearful up country drive 
on March 25. 
P*y the time the Ninth 
Infantry arrived to take charge of tiffs 
section of the lines the place was 
worth little more than a reserve, the 
Filipinos b o in g well cleared out from 
the front. A battalion of Colorado vol­ 
unteers tin<1 been dispatched from the 
w aterw orks to hold this place for ten 
days. 
The companies of tile Ninth infantry, 
with their nice new khaki uniform s 
and shelter tents, arrived for duty at 
dusk 
one evening. 
To effect 
the 
change of bodies of troops at a point 
Involves several hours of work be­ 
tween 
the noncom missioned officers 
and comm anders of the two detach­ 
ments. Ju st to make time pass happily 
for the rookies of the Ninth the Colo­ 
rado men la iii them selves out for their 
entertainm ent while the changes of 
outpost squads were beiug made. 
A 
new man who had never heard w ar 
bullets sing suggested the plot by un­ 
warily asking w hether the rice ridges, 
the little em bankm ents which sur 
round each level rice plateau to keep 
the w ater in place during the growing 
season and which he saw all around 
him, were Filipino earthw orks from 
behind which they fought. 
The Colo­ 
rado men assured him that he had 
guessed right aud then waded into 
some long lectures on the fighting 
qualities of the insurgent. 
“Ye see they paint their bodies Just 
the color of the ground, and it is im­ 
possible to see one at night until he 
has wriggled right under yer nose,” 
said an ex-ore heaver from Leadville. 
“Then ye w ant to watch out, for all 
Filipinos carry razors ju st like other 
coons.” 
Another related how sentry after sen­ 
try had been abducted during the night 
by these stealthy m arauders and advis­ 
ed that the head should never be poked 
alleve the trenches. The rookies gath­ 
ered roil nil tried hard to remember all 
the advice offered them, while their 
eyes bulged and their breath came 
hard. 
Some wanted to know how far 
it was to the front. They wanted to get 
into the struggle at once. The obliging 
volunteers pointed out. the direction to 
get the best fighting and also the dark 
streak of woods where they declared 
there 
were 
500 
unburied 
Filipino 
corpses whose ghosts walked and fired 
volleys at midnight. 
Meantime the squads detailed for out­ 
post duty were having a very interest­ 
ing time. One in particular was enjoy­ 
ing itself by crawling on all fours 
through a stubbly paddy field. 
A ras­ 
cally young volunteer sergeant, who 
never could resist playing Ii is joke 
when lie had tile proper man. conduct­ 
ed tile party, warning them not to lift a. 
head or a volley of Filipino bullets 
would get ’em sure. 
There was not a 
belligerent Filipino within two miles 
of the spot. 
A fter a painful trip of a 
quarter of a mile on their bellies the 
Ninth regim ent party came to the vol­ 
unteer outpost and proceeded to relieve 
it. 
Tile dark spots were pointed out 
where Filipinos were supposed to be 
lurking, and they were left to their 
duties with the injunction to keep low 
down. The Colorado® departed on their 
all night march to the M ariquina river, 
feeling satisfied th at they had made 
good provision for defending the quiet 
spot they left behind. 
There is no doubt that the volunteers 
are giving the new regulars, who need 
it, some good instruction, for the vol­ 
unteers them selves are beginning to 
suffer on account of some of the rules 
they have solemnly laid down. 
The 
members of the F irst Colorado when 
they pass along the Santa Mesa road, 
which leads to the waterworks, at 
night are halted by members of the 
Twenty-first United States infantry, 
the last to arrive. 
The word “halt!” 
is not spoken iii a quiet, persuasive 
tone, blit is fairly yelled out on the 
still night air. 
it has the effect of 
bringing the poor volunteer back on 
his haunches aud causing him to ask 
the man with the nice new Krag- 
Jorgensen not to sln>ot him. 
“ H ands up!” ordered a Twenty-first 
man the other night. 
“Friend!” shouted the Colorado man, 
Intent on reaching town on an errand. 
“Friend or no friend, hands up!” or­ 
dered the regular. 
The Colorado man put his hands up 
ami advanced with a few nonpoetical 
sentim ents coming from between bis 
teeth. 
The man of the Twenty-first lowered 
his loaded gun and allowed the volun­ 
teer to lower his hands and pass on, 
rem arking to him. “One o’ you w ater­ 
works gang told me th at it was always 
safe to order hands up, and you bet I 
ain’t takin no chances on bavin a Fili­ 
pino run into me with his machete.” 
The Rocky m ountain genius suggest­ 


ed before departing th at the best plan 
was to make everybody advance back­ 
ward. 
T hey say the rooky got into 
trouble by following out this order be 
cause lie tried it on an officer.

H. L. Wells, the New York Post’s 
correspoDdeut, writing from San Isi­ 
dro, P- 1» under date of May 18 about 
lU capture of that town, says: Here I 
ttU). at the extreme point of General 
IbWton’s advance, the second capital 
of the Hepublica Filipiua, which the 
Aioericans have captured, with |Ue re- 
iiult of getting nothing but an empty 
The insurgent army is still “ just 
gl.tad” of us, and the Spanish and 
AiLerican i)risoners, to release whom 
Is the chief object of our long dash 
ioto the interior, are still “ farther on,” 
l.ut not so far as they were a few 
davs ago. 
San Isidro is the capital of Neueve 
Eiiia province and the largest town in 
this section of the island. 
It lies along 
the east l)ank of the Hio Grande de 
i ’atupanga and is composed of the 
thne eeiineciing barrios of Pactoria, 
8hii lsi<Iroand IJatiian. 
When Maloltis 
WHS fhreateiied. the insurg(*ut .seat of 
gt \ernnieiit was removed to this plaee, 
whieh 'vas at that time believed to lie 
he>eiid The farthest possible advance 
of th»‘ .Vi.u'ricaii ior<-es. 
Indeed, it was 
tint believed by the Filipinos that even 
Malolos could be taken, but the leaders 
did not have so much oontidence in the 
valor of the Filipino army and remov­ 
ed the capital. 
They have sysiematically and unre­ 
mittingly deceived the people ami their 
soldiers, but since the first rever.se 
around .Manila they have not deceived 
themselves, as their removal of capital, 
prisoners, supplies, articles, etc., to 
points farther into the interior amply 
proves. 
Every defeat has been herald­ 
ed as a Filipino victory in the official 
paper, 
the 
Heraldo 
de 
Fievolucion. 
Copies of the paper captured from time 
to time show how the ignorant natives 
have been lied to lu order to K<*ei) them 
in sympathy with the rebellion. 
The .American losses have been tre­ 
mendously exaggerated. 
Our own re­ 
ports of the losses of the enemy are 
S(»meAvhat highly colored, suggesting 
the Spanish gtmeral and his typ(*writ- 
er, but th(‘ Filiiuno reports are monu- 
int nts of iiivera<-ity. 
For instance, the 
sfcdud <lay Jiftertlu* luitile of M.alalton 
tln‘ Heraldo clainifMl a gr«‘at vietory. 
fdthough the rebel troops “ retired to 
tak'> U[» a better position.” as if a bet­ 
ter [Mt'^ition eould 1h* found in I.u/,(»n 
than Hu* magnil3e<*nt trenelies tiiey <le 
snttd ill a panic when the Americans 
ch.'ii'gMi them. 
It also said that the 
•Aiijvri» ans had lost 4.0 (m> killed and 
niauy wor.nded. while t!;e I ’ilipinos 
Lad only Q) killed and 2dO woumied. 
Other issues stated that the AiiHU-iean 
soldiers had mutinied and would not 
tight and that thousands of them had 
beta irniu’isoned on that account; that 
the only w'ay they were made to tight 
WHS to get them drunk, wiien they 
would fight wildly and to little pur­ 
pose. and that the Americans killvHl 
Qieri, women and children. 
. 
The falsity of a part of these asser­ 
tions both the Filipino soldiers and 
people now kuow*. 
They are fully 
Hware that they are gaining no vic­ 
tories, but are being defeated almost 
dnily and are being steadily driven 
hack from the valley to the mountains, 
hut they still believe in the savagery 
and ferocity of the American soldiers. 
Fpon no other theory can the wiiole- 
f-ale desertion of their homes by the 
peofile as the army advances be ex­ 
plained. 
Fu lly 300.000 persons have 
fled from the region over which our 
troops have advanced, not a quarter of 
whom have as yet returned to their 
homes. 
The towns captured the last 
two weeks by Law ton’s command had 
population aggregating 100.000, and 
toilny but a few* stragglers can be seen. 
These peojde have fled 
for safidy 
bom p>ersona! violence through terror 
insidred by the lies of the leaders of 
the rebellion and by the stories of the 
flcrceiiess in battle of the Americans, 
'■dated by Aguiiialdo’s soldiers. 
Among the latter there is now* an 
utterly demoralizing fear. 
They w'ill 
uot stand long enough for the Ameri- 
'■«lis to get within goovl shooting dis- 
tance. 
They abandon the finest of 
trenches, even wffien protected by a 
deep ravine or a river in their front, as 
as our troops arrive w’ithin the 
tange of sharpsbooting at individual 
heads, 
Tw*o days ago 20 men drove 
‘•LO of them out of trenches thus lo­ 
cated. Today a few scouts came upon 
a sentinel of an outpost, and Instead of 
flflng upon them he dropped bis Maus- 
y in the road and ran for his life. The 
tliplno leaders are fully aware that 
heir army Is in a panic and that they 
never again fight a serious battle, 
ere is nothing left them but bush 
gbting or complete surrender. 
Every prisoner captured tells the 
^hine story, that the men do not want 
0 fieht any more, but are compelled to 
n So by their officers. 
One*tnken tw< 
16 ago bad a great welt across bis 


abdomen, wrbich. be asserted, came 
a blow given by his captain w*ltli 
a cane because he would not 
fight. 
Yesterday three men were found In a 
captured trench uninjured, having re 
maiued for the purpose of being tn':en 
and one of them showed a perfectly 
clean gun to ¡»rove that he had not fir 
ed a shot in the fight. 
All the prison 
ers taken havt* !»eeii given a stieai* 
meal a n * then released, after beiiiiT 
told of the order of General Otis to 
î>ay $30. .Mexican, to every native who 
things in a serviceable gun. 
The troops encountered here are the 


Bew’»r of the insurrecto army, among 
them 
being 
the 
First regiment of 
Manila, composed cJiiefly of former 
members of the Seventy-tliird Spauisli, 
admitte*! to bave been the best native 
trooi s in the Spanish service. 
T'liey 
are chiefly llocans and Visayans and 
not lagalogs. The Seventy-third was 
surrendered at the fall of .Manila, and 
the men were seen about the .streets 
for a few weeks. 
Gradually they dis- 
appeared from view and later reap­ 
peared again 
as Aguiualdo’s cra<*k 
regiment. 
They are the only insur­ 
recto soldiers who fire regular volleys 
In action. 
Fear of the Americans has 
entered their souls as w«‘lî as those of 
the others, however, and no trench is 
strong enough to kcci» them wiilnn 
good shooting range.

insurgent army consists of two classes, 
the regulars and the armed populace. 
It Is chiefly the latter who have de- 
.serted or quit fighting. 
They are un­ 
doubtedly terribly afraid of the Am eri­ 
cans and have had all the fighting 
they want for a time, and yet, should 
occasion offer, I should expect to see 
them bring their arms out from hiding 
and join again in an attack on some 
exposed place. 
They certainly may be 
counted upon to lend aid and comfort 
to such of their brethren as continue 
a guerrilla struggle. 
The <llfficiilty 
of diiferentiatiiig is very great. 
There 
is no way to tell hostiles from peaceful 
citizens w’hen all ilress alike and all 
claim to be “ ninigos” and all wear that 
oriental siuib* that is “ childlike ami 
blaiul.” 
ITitil the people themselves 
recognize the fa c t‘ that Insurrection 
and lu’igandag«* are injuring their owm 
material int«‘r«*sts and determine to 
stop it for their own welfare an end 
may not be expected, and it is hoped 
that only a few months of American 
rule w ill teach them this lesson. 
As I w'rite, negotiations are In prog­ 
ress 
betw’oen 
General 
Law'ton 
and 
General Gregorio del Pilar, command­ 
ing the rebel troops in this district. 
Several days ago IMlar sent in an offi­ 
cer with an oflfer to surrender if be 
could take his army to Manila to sur­ 
render it. 
The messenger was sent to 
Manila and returned with a letter from 
General Otis to the effect that uncondi­ 
tional surrender was the only terms 
that w’ould be considered. 
Since then 
we have driven Pilar out of San Mig­ 
uel and San Isidro, killed and wound­ 
ed many of his soldiers and still more 
demoralized liis army. 
It ni.ay be that 
his desire for a tiireatrical display will 
cause him to hold out still longer. The 
Spanish ide.q of [»reserving honor by 
some display or other has a strong 
hold upon the Tagalog general, as well 
as the usual love of primitive races 


fo r ceremo nies. 
Spaniards here assure us that Agui­ 
naldo and half a dozen prominent Fill 
pino statesmen and generals were heie 
a few days ago and started to have a 
dinner, which broke up In a row, ex 
teiuling to the shying of plates at each 
other’s heads. 
It seems that the ma­ 
jority of them wanted to <iuit, but they 
all held differing views. 
The one ir 
reconcilable was General Luna, secre­ 
tary of war and chief general lu th? 
field. 
He has been wounded in the 
arm and anmuiuees undying enmity to 
the Americans. 
That there is tribula­ 
tion in the Filipino household there is 
no doubt, but that it will lead to a gen­ 
eral surrender is «luestiouable. 
It is 
not [»robable that more than 
men 
and arms couUl be surrendered under 
any agreement that could be entered 
into. 
Should there be a surreuder or 
should there not, a garrison will have 
to be left at San Isidro, to be sup[)lied 
by cascoes u[» the Pampauga river or 
by pack animals from San Fernando. 
If hostilities continue, it will be found 
that more cavalry will be absolutely 
necessary for escort purposes alone 
during the rainy season.

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CAPTURE OF SAN ISIDRO 


Utter Demoralization of the Fili­ 
pino Forces. 


WHOLESALE desertion of homes. 


How the Population la Deceived by 
Tale* of A m erican Savagery—Gen­ 
era* P ila r’e W lab to Surrender. 
Dimensions of Filip in o s — Am eri­ 
sm * Ham pered by Defective T ra n s­ 


p o r ta tio n . 


H. L. Wells, the New York Post’s 
correspondent, writing from San Isi­ 
dro. P. I*, under date of May 18 about 
tie capture of th at town, says: Here I 
am. at the extreme point of General 
I awton’s advance, the second capital 
of the Republica Filipina, which the 
Americans have captured, with |b e re­ 
sult of getting nothing but an empty 
frhell. The iusurgent army is still “just 
ahead” of us, and the Spanish and 
American prisoners, to release whom 
Is the chief object of our long dash 
into the interior, are still “ farther on,” 
but not so far as they were a few 
days ago. 
San Isidro is the capital of Neueve 
Et ia province and the largest town in 
this section of the island. 
It lies along 
the east bauk of the Rio Grande de 
P a in panga and is composed of the 
three connecting barrios of Pactoria, 
San Isidro and Banian. When Malolos 
was threatened, the insurgent seat of 
govt foment was removed to this place, 
which was at that time believed to lie 
beyond tile farthest possible advance 
of the American forces. Indeed, it was 
Dot believed by the Filipinos that even 
Malolos could be taken, but the leaders 
did not have so much confidence in the 
valor of the Filipino arm y and remov­ 
ed the capital. 
They have systematically and unre­ 
mittingly deceived the people and their 
soldiers, but since the first reverse 
around Manila they have not deceived 
themselves, as their removal of capital, 
prisoners, supplies, articles, etc., to 
points farther into the interior amply 
proves. Every defeat has been herald­ 
ed as a Filipino victory in the official 
paper, the 
Heraldo de 
Revolucion. 
Copies of the paper captured from time 
to time show how the ignorant natives 
have been lied to in order to keep them 
Id sympathy with the rebellion. 
The American losses have been tre­ 
mendously exaggerated. 
Our own re­ 
ports of the losses of the enemy are 
somewhat highly colored, suggesting 
the Spanish general and his typew rit­ 
er. but the Filipino reports are immu­ 
ne Hts of inveracity. 
For instance, the 
second day after the battle of Malabon 
the Ileraldo claimed a great victory, 
although the rebel troops “retired to 
take up a better position.” as if a bet­ 
ter position could he found in Luzon 
than tlie magnificent trenches they de­ 
spited in a panic when the Americans 
charged them. 
It also said that the 
Americans had lost 4.0(H) killed aud 
many wounded, while tho Filipinos 
had only OO killed and 200 wounded. 
Other issues stated that the American 
soldiers had mutinied and would not 
tignt and that thousands of them had 
been imprisoned on that account; that 
the only way they were made to fight 
was to get them drunk, when they 
would fight wildly and to little pur­ 
pose. and that the Americans killed 
men. women and children. 
. 
The falsity of a part of these asser­ 
tions both the Filipino soldiers and 
people now know. 
They are fully 
aware that they are gaining no Vic­ 
tories, but are being defeated almost 
daily and are being steadily driven 
back from the valley to the mountains, 
but they still believe in the savagery 
and ferocity of the American soldiers. 
Upon no other theory can the whole­ 
sale desertion of their homes by the 
people as the arm y advances be ex­ 
plained. 
Fully 300.000 persons have 
fled from the region over which our 
troops have advanced, net a quarter of 
whom have as yet returned to their 
homes. 
The towns captured the last 
two weeks by Lawton’s command had 
a population aggregating 100.000, and 
today but a few stragglers can be seen. 
These people have fled for safety 
from personal violence through terror 
inspired by the lies of the leaders of 
the rebellion and by the stories of the 
fierceness in battle of the Americans, 
alated by Aguinaldo^ soldiers. 
Among the latter there is now an 
utterly demoralizing fear. 
They will 
not stand long enough for the Ameri­ 
cans to get within good shooting dis­ 
tance. 
They abandon the finest of 
trenches, even when protected by a 
deep ravine or a river in their front, as 
soon as our troops arrive within the 
range of sharpshooting at individual 
heads. 
Two days ago 20 men drove 
-W> of them out of trenches thus lo­ 
fte d . Today a few scouts came upon 
a sentinel of an outpost, and Instead of 
t r ng upon them he dropped his Mans- 
the road a **d tan for his life. The 
Filipino leaders are fully aw are that 
army is in a panic and that they 
fan never again fight a serious battle. 
-ere is nothing left them but bush 
Skiing or complete surrender. 
Every prisoner captured tells the 
sarne story, that the men do not want 
0 bskt any more, but are compelled to 
o so by their officers. One Galien two 
56 aso had a great welt across his 


i abdomen, which, he asserted, came 
I from a blow given by his captain with 
j a cane because he would not tight. 
I Yesterday three men were found in a 
captured trench uninjured, having re 
mained for the purpose of being taken 
and one of them showed a perfectly 
clean gun to prove that he had not fli­ 
ed a shot in the fight. 
All the prison­ 
ers taken have benn given a si]care 
meal an * then released, after being 
told of the order of General Otis to 
pay $30. Mexican, to every native who 
things in a serviceable gun. 
The troops encountered here are the 
flower of the insurrect© army, among 
them being 
the 
First regiment of 
Manila, composed chiefly of former 
members of the Seventy-third Spanish, 
admitted to have been the best uative 
troops iu the Spanish service. 
They 
are chiefly llocans and Visayaus and 
not Tagalogs. The Seventy-third was 
surrendered at the fall of Manila, and 
the men were seeu about the streets 
for a few weeks. 
Gradually they dis­ 
appeared from view aud later reap­ 
peared again as Aguinaldo^ crack 
regiment. 
They are the only insur­ 
rect© soldiers who fire regular volleys 
In action. 
Fear of the Americans has 
entered their souls as well as those of 
the others, however, and no trench is 
strong enough to keep them within 
good shooting range. 
Of the demoralization of the enemy 
there can be no doubt, but he is en­ 
abled yet to hold enough of his army 
together to interpose between us and 
Hie Spanish and American prisoners he 
keeps pushing farther and farther into 
f.be interior as we advance. The limit 
if possible advance this season h a s ! 
about been readied, and yet a sur- 1 
render of these prisoners has uot been 
forced. 
They are Aguinaldo's trump 
card, and he concentrates all his en­

them.

would pay $7,000,000 for them if the 
United States would permit. How long 
shall we be able to satisfy the world 
that this ought not to be done if we 
admit our own inability to secure their 
release? 
With better army transpor­ 
tation we could push right on aud ei­ 
ther force a surrender or drive the 
Filipinos into the mountains with their 
prisoners, where they could neither 
feed nor shelter them. 
They would 
then have 
to 
surrender them, turn 
them loose, starve them or massacre 
them outright, and 
it 
is 
uncertain 
which course they would pursue. How­ 
ever. our transportation is wretched 
and has hampered 
our 
movements 
from the first. 
With proper transpor­ 
tation and an energetic campaign we 
could have been here two months ago, 
with ten weeks of good campaigning 
weather ahead of us, but no prepara­ 
tion was made for this war until after 
it began. 
No cessation of hostilities, no return­ 
ing of soldiers and refugees to their 
homes and even no surrender of troops 
eau be called au end of the war with­ 
out possession by the Toited States of 
the arm s of the insurrectos. 
That is 
why $30 is offered for each gun turned 
in. 
We could well afford to pay $300.- 
000 gold for 20,000 guns in this way. 
So long a s the arms are in the posses­ 
sion of the natives conditions will re 
main unsettled, and the confidence 
requisite for commerce and industry 
cannot exist. 
No one would want to 
invest money 
in developing the re­ 
sources of the island with a possible 
insurrection every year. 
Personally, I have little confidence 
in an early satisfactory ending of this 
war, even should a formal surrender of 
Aguinaldo’s army aud the Spanish and 
American prisoners take place. 
The 
insurgent army consists of two classes, 
the regulars aud the armed populace. 
It is chiefly the latter who have de­ 
serted or quit fighting. 
They are un­ 
doubtedly terribly afraid of the Ameri­ 
cans and have had all the fighting 
they want for a time, aud yet, should 
occasion offer, I should expect to see 
them bring their arm s out from hiding 
and join again in an attack on some 
exposed place. They certainly may be 
counted upon to lend aid and comfort 
to such of their brethren as continue 
a guerrilla struggle. 
The difficulty 
of differentiating is very great. There 
is no way to tell hostiles from peaceful 
citizens when all dress alike and all 
claim to be “amigos” aud all wear that 
oriental smile that is “childlike and 
bland.” 
Until the people themselves 
recognize the fact ’ that insurrection 
and brigandage are injuring their own 
material interests and determine to 
stop it for their own welfare an end 
may not be expected, and it is hoped 
that only a few months of American 
rule will teach them this lesson. 
As I write, negotiations are in prog­ 
ress between General 
Lawton and 
General Gregorio del Pilar, command­ 
ing the rebel troops in this district. 
Several days ago Pilar sent in an offi­ 
cer with an offer to surrender if he 
could take his army to Manila to sur­ 
render it. 
The messenger was sent to 
Manila and returned with a letter from 
General Otis to the effect that uncondi­ 
tional surrender was the only terms 
that would be considered. 
Since then

uel and San Isidro, killed and wound­ 
ed many of his soldiers and still more 
demoralized his army. It may be that 
his desire for a th eatrical display will 
cause him to ©old out still longer.

Spaniards here assure us that Agui­ 
naldo and half a dozen prominent Fill 
pino statesmen and generals were heie 
a few days ago and started to have a 
dinner, which broke up in a row, ex 
tending to the shying of plates at each 
other’s heads. 
It seems that the m a­ 
jority of them wanted to quit, but they 
all held differing views.

the Americans. That there is tribula­ 
tion in the Filipino household there is 
no doubt, but that it will lead to a gen­ 
eral surrender is questionable.

NEW GUN FOR T H E NAVY. 


T r ia l o f a S ix I n c h Q u i c k F i r i n g Gun 
In FiiKlniid. 
The navy department at Washington 
has just received from Thomas F. 


J Lane, agent in the United States for 
| Viekersou & Maxim of England, a re­ 
port on the result of the trial at the 
S company’s proving ground of a new 
J ti inch quick tiring gun which lias been 
m anufactured by the Maxim company 
for the United States navy. This gun 
was ordered by the chief of the naval 
bureau of ordnance about a year ago, 
when the navy department purchased 
from the m anufacturers tile light to 
use this mechanism in the United 
States. 
This type of gun has been adopted by 
the British admiralty. It is of 45 cali­ 
ber weight of bore aud weighs over 
seven tons. Steel wire aud long tubes 
form important elements in the con­ 
struction of the gun, and an important 
part is that relating to the breech end 
of the gun, which is closed by a screw 
of novel design, says the New York 
Sun. The mounting of this gun is very 
compact, the gun being made to slide 
in a cradle bored eccentrically. The 
design 
gives 
great 
elasticity, 
and 
should the mounting be struck by a 
shot from the enemy the thick sleeve 
of the top carriage gives additional 
protection to the pivot. A range indi­ 
cator aud sighting telescope form an 
important alteration from the usual 
sighting arrangements. 
In the recent trial a number of full 
charges of cordite were fired at a 
heavy gun range at Eskmeals, Cum­ 
berland. during which a velocity of 
2,873 feet per second was obtained for 
a working pressure of 17 tons. The 
gun was then subjected to high strains 
to test its general construction and 
mounting, which were made in Shef­ 
field. The projectiles fired weighed IOO 
pounds and were fitted with a g a s 
check, which to a considerable extent 
accounts for the high energies obtained 
I aud prevents any abnormal wear dm 
to use of modern guncotton or nitro­ 
glycerin explosives. 
The striking energy of the gun was 
no less than 5,724 foot tons, which 
would perforate a thickness of steel 
armor of 17 inches. 
The energy ob­ 
tained per ton of gun is 768.3 foot tons, 
and as a rate of fire of ten rounds per 
minute for long series of rounds has 
been easily obtained tile gun is capable 
of doing work to no less extent than 
57.240 foot 
tons per minute. 
The 
mounting Is constructed of light steel 
forgings with the special view of re­ 
ducing the weight on board ship and 
yet securing ample strength for with­ 
standing the strains of such a high 
powered gun. 
The general construc­ 
tion admits of great ease in training 
and elevating, which operations can ne 
performed by one man, who also fires 
the gun from a platform which rotates 
with the mounting. 
The energy of recoil is absorbed by a 
small hydraulic cylinder in combina­ 
tion with two springs, which latter, 
after firing, return the gun to its firing 
position. These arrangements are plac­ 
ed beneath the gun so that they are se­ 
curely protected from shell fire. 
The 
gun itself recoils in a steel cylinder 
which protects the outside of tile gun 
from damage by small quick firing a r­ 
tillery.

T r i a l of a Six I n c h q u i c k F i r i n g faun 
In KiikIiiimI. 
The navy department at Washington 
has just received from Thomas F. 
Lane, agent in the Fluted States for 
Yickerson 
Maxim of England, a re­ 
port on the result of the trial at the 
company's proving ground of a now 
ii inch quick tiring gun which lins been 
manufactured by the Maxim company 
for Hic Fluted States navy. This gun 
was ordered by the chief of the naval 
bureau of ordnance about a year ago. 
when the navy department purchased 
from the manufacturers the right to 
use this mechanism in 
the 
rutted 
States. 
This type of gun has been adopted by 
the British admiralty. It is of 45 cali­ 
ber weight of bore aud weighs over 
seven tons. Steel wire and long tubes 
form important elements in the con­ 
struction of the gun, and an important 
part is that relating to the breech end 
of the gun. which is closed by a screw 
of novel design, says the New York 
Sun. The mounting of this gun is very 
compact, the gun being made to slide 
In a cradle bored eccentrically. 
The 
design 
gives 
great 
elasticity, 
and 
should the mountiug be struck by a 
shot from the enemy the thick sleeve 
of the top carriage gives additional 
protection to the pivot. A range indi­ 
cator aud sighting telescope form an 
important alteration from the usual 
sighting arrangements. 
In the recent trial a number of full 
charges of cordite were tired at a 
heavy gun range at Eskmeals, Fuiii- 
berlaud. during which a velocity of 
2,873 feet per second was obtained for 
a working pressure of IT tons. 
The 
gun was then subjected to high strains 
to test, its general construction and 
mounting, which were made in Shef 
field. Tin*"projectiles fired weighed Iou 
pounds and were fitted wit Ii a gas 
cheek, which to a considerable extent 
accounts for the high energies obtained 
aud prevents any abnormal wear die 
to use of modern guncotton or nitro 
glycerin explosives. 
The striking energy of the gun wa 
no less than 5,724 foot tons, wide! 
would perforate a thickness of steel 
armor of 17 inches. 
The energy ob 
tained per ton of gun Is 708.3 foot tons 
and as a rate of fire of ten rounds per 
minute for long series of rounds ha 
been easily obtained the gun is capa bk 
of doing work to no less extent than 
57.240 
foot 
tons 
per 
minute. 
The 
mounting is constructed of light steel 
forgings with the special view of re 
clueing the weight on board ship ami 
yet securing ample strength for with 
standing the strains of such a high 
powered gun. 
The general construe 
tiou admits of great ease in training 
and elevating, which operations can oe 
performed by one man, who also tires 
the gun from a platform which rotates 
with the mounting. 
The energJ’ of recoil is absorbed by a 
small hydraulic cylinder in combina­ 
tion with two springs, which latter, 
after firing, return the gun to its firing 
position. These arrangements are plac 
ed beneath the gun so that they are se 
direly protected from shell fire. 
The 
gun itself recoils in a steel cylinder 
which protects the outside of the gun 
from damage by small quick firing ar 
tillery.

W ashington, Aug. I.—The advices 
show a total of 37 cases aud seven 
deaths from yellow fever at the Soldiers’ 
home, at Hampton, Va. 
One new case 
occurred at the home. 
Thus far the 
disease Has been confined to the home, 
but all surrounding tow ns are excited, 
aud a vigorous quarantine is being 
maintained. 
Dr. W asdin of the m a­ 
rine hospital service is in charge of 
affairs at Hampton and is w orking in 
cooperation w ith the local boards of 
health. 
He has strengthened the cordon 
about the town of Phoebus, w hich he 
reports is in a very bad sanitary condi­ 
tion 
The fact th at only one new case 
appeared is encouraging to the officials 
here, who are laking every m easure to 
prevent a spread of the disease. 
They 
feel that the fact th at the affected local­ 
ity is in the hands of the governm ent, 
aud under one m anagem ent, will be of 
great value in dealing w ith the scourge 
aud enable better results to be abtaiued 
than where epidemics break out in com ­ 
mercial places. 
Already a num ber of inquiries have 
been received by Dr. W yman from q u ar­ 
antine officers throughout the U nited 
States asking w hether they shall im ­ 
port- a m aritim e quarantine against 
Norfolk. 
He has replied that there a p ­ 
pears to be no necessity for such restric­ 
tion in the ease of either Norfolk or 
Newport News. 
Dr. W asdin’s official report of his ex- 
amination of existing conditions at tin* 
Soldiers home reached Mr. W ym an. It 
was dated Monday and notes the fact 
that th* doctor has seen all the cases of 
suspected diseases at the home, 
lie 
sums up the history of the contagion as 
follows: 
“Early in July an ‘old soldier’ en ­ 
tered the home for a short rest and soon 
afterward appeared at the dispensary, 
fhere lie informed the physician iii 
charge* that he was recently from San­ 
tiago, via a transport to a northern i>orr, 
them e he started for M anila via San 
Francisco, beat his way to the home on 
a freight train amt entered w ith in s 
baggage. 
He 
complained of dum b 
chills, aud fever aud was prescribed for. 
He mingled freely w ith the inm ates of 
the home, aud a short tim e ago disap­ 
peared. 
ta “From this as a possible cause the 
outbreak is as follows: 
Preceding F r i­ 
day, the 27th inst., there had been no­ 
ticed nothing of a suspicious nature. 
The weekly death rate was usual, 
But 
ou the 21 st aud 22(1 there became ill d u r­ 
ing tie- night, w ith sharp or less chill, 
high fever, some eight or ten inm ates, 
men of unusually g o o d health. 
“Tile'tj seizures,a1 thong h o o ted as pe­ 
culiar, had occasioned no alarm until 
about Thursday, 27th, when a death oc­ 
curred, the man becoming distinctly 
yellow some tim e prior to death. Un or 
alniut the same day another one died 
without having attracted particular a t­ 
tention; he also turned yellow w hite. 
Autopsies were held on both by the resi­ 
dent pathologist. It was then or a little 
lat* r that the telegram was sent you 
asking for an expert. 
I found there 
was J,OGU inmates and that 25 had been 
taken ill since tne 21st.” 
Dr. W asdin says he w ithheld a posi­ 
tive diagnosis in his first com m unica­ 
tion because of the assertion of Suregou

W a s h i n g t o n , Aug. I.—Senator Bur­ 
rows of Michigan, rn an interview w ith 
areporter, said in part : 
“ Unless the war in the Philippines 
speedily ends, it will become an im ­ 
portant political factor, aud its continu­ 
ance will m ake the outlook for Repub­ 
lican success uncertain, to say the least.. 
If I could have had my way, we would 
have simply taken a coaling station or a 
base of supplies rn the islaud of Luzon, 
we would not have paid a penny to 
SDaiu, aud we would have our foothold 
in the east w ithout the sacrifice of life 
and m oney.” 
He said he believed in securing a 
share iii the m arkets of the Orient for 
our people and further said in part: 
“ At tile same time, we m ust not over­ 
look the fact that we may run counter 
at any m om ent to England, France or 
Germ any, and I believe that England, 
now apparently so friendly, will strike 
at us the moment we cross her thres­ 
hold. 
“ If our participation in the eastern 
trade is to be purchased at the cost of 
an indefinite war in the Philippine-', 
we will pay a very large price for w hat 
We receive. 
“ The president is acting wisely, in 
my opinion, in endeavoring to restore 
peace aud order in the Philippines by 
sending ail increased arm y to assist 
General Otis. 
“ We m ust remember, however, that 
although we have now been lighting 
some time, we have conquered a terri­ 
tory only about 50 miles to the north of 
Manila aud 15 miles to the south, a 
mere bagatelle compared w ith the im ­ 
mense area of the archipelago. 
If the 
additional troops sent to General Otis 
cannot restore peace, congress will have 
to deal w ith the problem aud ought to 
have, by Doc. I, some deli rn te inform a­ 
tion upon which to act. 
“ You would not now abandon the 
Philippines ?” suggested the reporter. 
“ I Go not see how we can get away 
now ,” said the senator. 
“ We cannot 
surrender our ships to Aguinaldo aud 
say to him that he eau m urder our sol­ 
diers.

The queen of the Harrison gypsies, 
with ber family, awaits the gathering 
of her people on the Netherwood road, 
not three miles from Plainfield, N. J 
The Harrisons have not assembled for 
20 years, and in that time they have 
scattered all over the continent. They 
travel only in the gypsy way, in their 
own wagons, carrying all their world 
ly goods with them. 
Some of them 
started from the Pacific slope months 
ago for this meeting. Others, in Dela­ 
ware, Pennsylvania and New York, 
have but just turned their horses’ 
hinds toward Netherwood. 
It is ex­ 
pected that the gathering will soon be 
complete. 
The meeting place is the regular 
summer camp of the queen, ‘‘Snake 
Mary,” and her own immediate? fami­ 
ly. 
It is beside the main road, in a 
clump of trees on the edge of a field. 
A painfully prosaic roadhouse is only 
a few rods away. The Harrison* made 
no effort to secure complete privacy. 
They like to have visitors come. When 
all tile families are assembled, it is 
their purpose to rope in the encamp­ 
ment and charge an admission fee of 
25 cents "to lief ray the expense which 
many of them have incurred in mak­ 
ing their long journeys.” The place is 
only 15 minutes’ walk from Nether­ 
wood station, and they hope to make 
money out of folks who come from 
nearby towns. 
The family now here numbers IO or 
ll persons. "Snake Mary,” as the out­ 
side world calls her, or "grandma,” 
as the family itself calls her, is known 
to 
the 
Harrison 
tribe 
as 
"the 
queen.” She is 94 years old. She was 
iKirn in Egypt and has the brown skin 
and the dead black hair that charac­ 
terize tile people of the pyramids. 
There was a newspaper photographer 
in the party that visited the encamp­ 
ment the other afternoon, and she 
wouldn’t come out of the tent in which 
she was working if she could help it. 
One of the grandsons, who did not 
share her prejudices against the cam­ 
era, pulled aside a flap of the tent, and 
she caille out to pull it back, complain­ 
ing bitterly against all photographers 
aud 
their ways. 
The photograph 
was taken iii the midst of lier plaint. 
t*r *at was the joy of the younger gen­ 
eration, who exchanged noisy congrat­ 
ulations that they had at last ‘‘got 
ahead of grandma.” 
The members of the tribe talk with a 
freedom from bad grammar that is 
rather surprising to one who lins pre 
conceived notions tlint tile gypsies are 
a shiftless and unpleasant race. Both 
men and women are neatly dressed 
and carry themselves rather in the 
manner of city fo lk s on an outing. Part 
of the queen’s lifetime was silent in 
visiting the regions in which the <lif-* 
fereut families of the tribe roam. She 
was crowned anew by each family she 
visited. 
In that way her household 
has acquired an easy and intimate 
knowledge of every part of the coun­ 
try. 
The male head of the family is 
Janies 
Harrison, 
the 
husband 
of 
• Snake Mary’s” oldest daughter, who 
is about 50 years old. “King James,” 
as the gypsies call Harrison, has the 
look of a keen, clean cut American of 
Scotch or Irish descent He has a son 
whose name is the same as his own. 
There are a number of children. Inas­ 
much as they spend much of their 
time playing under the wagons, they 
were not exactly in a state to appear 
un any formal occasion, such, for in­ 
stance, as a Sunday school festival, the 
other day, but their clothes were 
whole. 
There was uot a patch or a 
tear anywhere visible. 
The elder James Harrison talked 
freely about the family, 
iii this part 
of New Jersey, he said, and, in fact In 
any part of tile country in which this 
family or any members of the Harri­ 
son tril>e bud spent any time, he had 
never observed an unfriendly spirit. 
“Wherever we go.” he added, ‘‘we are 
known, aud we uever have any diffi­ 
culty. 
The Harrisons have made a 
good, 
clean 
name 
for themselves. 
There are people going around who are 
dishonest, malicious and a bad lot gen­ 
erally. They take the name of gypsies, 
aud they cause people who have any­ 
thing to do with them to think that 
gypsies are very bad people to have 
around. 
We never harmed anybody, 
and as people learn to understand that 
fact they are glad to see us when we 
come back each year. 
We hear the 
same story from all the other 40 fami­ 
lies of our tribe.” 
The members of the family speak to 
me another sometimes in

In 
their 
own 
tongue, 
Their wagons are 


tarpaulins are flew looking. Inside* the 
living wagons the berths are laid with 
clean linen sheets and hung with fine 
lace curtains. There is every evidence 
of family 
prosperity. 
One of the 
younger women, the wife of the junior 
James, cheerfully undertook to tell the 
fortune of a visitor. She warned him 
n the usual way against signing a pa­ 
per that was about to be presented to 
him and that within a few months he 
was to go away on a long journey. 
When she took his dollar and tied it up 
In the corner of her apron, she disclos­ 
ed $8 or $10 which had preceded it.

The New York Sun’s Manila corr©' 
spondee t, writing under date of May 2.'> 
ai)out camps iii the Philippines, says: 
Camji life during the war with the 
Filipino* has its pleasant side as well 
as its uncomfortable aspect. With com­ 
mands continually on the march, as in 
the recent flying trip of Lawton into 
the north, it is of course impossible to 
do more than toss up tile shelter halves 
and rake together a few armfuls of rice 
straw for a bed, but on the east and 
the south of the city the troops ad­ 
vance very little and consequently 
have their living spots, which have to 
be regarded as home, while the daily 
work is carried out on the sentry patiis 
and outposts. 
The American soldiers have come to 
regard two squares of canvas with 
•mall sticks and ropes as insufficient 
for an abode. In tile first place, the ad­ 
vice to sleep off the ground is faithful­ 
ly followed, probably not because it is 
advice, but because the men have 
learned by experience that sleeping on 
the ground brings rheumatism and 
other ailments, and that in case of 
rainstorm s inundation follows.

Is, accordingly, a general hustle when 
camp is pitched for sections of bamboo 
flooring and any sort of flat bamboo 
structure to serve as a bed when prop­ 
ped up by sticks driven into the ground 
or by four stones rolled into position. 
In the conquered territory the deserted 
huts yield handsomely in these bamboo 
arrangements, 
for every 
native 
In 
Luzon keeps a goodly supply of bam­ 
boo furniture on band, and if this has 
been pre-empted the soldier takes the 
next best thing, which Is the floor. Tile 
floor of a hut is constructed of thin 
bamboo strips nailed or tied to cross 
stringers. 
The bed constructed, up goes the 
“pup” tent, which Is pitched as if tile 
bed were the ground, the ropes being 
fastened to the slats of the bed aud a 
piece of bamboo pole from the thicket 
ingeniously used as a ridgepole. Now 
the soldier's house has Its nucleus. It 
begins to grow aud it increases In size 
and comfort according to the length of 
time camp I n maintained on that spot. 
It is a common maxim In the army, 
and such was also the case formerly, 
according to the accouuts of the hu­ 
morous side of the civil war, that to 
clean up or to improve a camp Is to 
luvlte an order to break up and move. 
On many occasions one may see thor­ 
oughly disgusted pairs of men railing 
against an order to break camp. These 
ineu probably tugged and perspired all 
the day before in erecting a leaf roof 
over their tent. 
In the army blue 
hook there are strict rules for building 
a camp, but the officers have gener­ 
ously neglected to enforce these rules 
lu the Philippines. The soldier iii the 
field is allowed 
to 
follow Ids own 
wi^infc alter Erecting his tent on a 
prescribed line. He may dig a cellar 
beneath it if he chooses, or he may 
erect a miniature Eiffel tower for au 
airy sitting room. 
A soldier seldom Inhabits his tent 
longer than a day under a burning sun 
before be begins to skirmish around 
for more protection, lf the country iu 
the vicinity of the camp has been re­ 
cently cleared of Filipinos, there is 
plenty of material. A section of nlpa 
thatch erected with a pole at each 
corner heads off some of the suu when 
It is hot aud rain when it is wet. Prob­ 
ably next comes a piece of bamboo 
matting some Filipino lias used for 
his bedclothes. A cast off piece of 
corrugated Iron from Mauila is con­ 
sidered quite a prize. It can be lieut 
Into a contrivance to shed water from 
the ridge of the tent aud It can be 
used us the roof of a Trout porch. 
Ofteu these camps are left In one spot 
long enough to allow' the men to set 
up housekeeping with all the accouter­ 
ments. Hut there Is always that order 
to move hanging over one’s head, and 
It destroys ambition. One of the dire­ 
ful thiugs of wrar In the mind of the 
private Is to build a camp for another 
organization to occupy. The disgust 
at being compelled to leave camp has 
often culminated in a burning up of 
gathered building materials, to the 
further disgust of the next set of 
campers. 
Having sport with tile rookies is one 
of the pastimes of the volunteer sol­ 
dier serving at present In the Philip­ 
pines. A rooky is a recruit. The regu­ 
lar regiments which have been trans­ 
ported to Mauila since the trouble with 
the Filipinos began are full of rookies. 
In many Instances not more than 200 
of the old members of the regiment, 
the men who went through the trials 
of the Santiago campaign, came to 
Mauila. 
The remainder of the regi­ 
ment usually consists of brand uew 
boys from the farm, aud th i| fact the 
volunteers soon discovered. 
The ma­ 
jority of these new' men took the 


course of living up to the reputanon 
their regiment had before they en 
listed. 
To hear one of the new men 
brag about the dangers the r e g i m e n t 
weut through in Cuba, and then let out 
the fact that he was only a plain cit! 
zen when that campaign was in prog 
ress, is too much for the volunteer. On 
the other hand, the rooky regular enter­ 
ed Manila with the proposition In ids 
head that volunteers were an Inferior 
class of soldiers. 
And thus the small 
rivalry grew until it has culminated in 
several incidents decidedly humorous. 
The recently arrived Ninth United 
States Infantry saw its f i r s t Philippine 
service in tile trenches near Caloocan 
which had been vacated by the K a n s a s 
and Montana men when they went for­ 
ward on that fearful up country drive 
on March 25. 
By the time the Ninth 
Infantry a r r i v e d to t a k e charge of this 
section of the lines the place was 
worth little more than a r e s e r v e , the 
Filipinos being well cleared out from 
the front. 
A battalion of Colorado vol­ 
u n t e e r s had b e e n d i s p a t c h e d from the 
waterworks to hold this place for ten 
days. 
The companies of the Ninth infantry, 
W'itli their nice new khaki uniforms 
arid shelter tents, arrived for duty at 
dusk 
one evening. 
To effect the 
change of bodies of troops at a point 
involves several hours of work be­ 
tween the noncommissioned officers 
aud commanders of the two detach­ 
ments. Ju st to make time pass happily 
for the rookies of the Ninth the Colo­ 
rado men laid themselves out for their 
entertainm ent while the changes of 
outpost squads were being made. 
A 
new man who had never heard war 
bullets sing suggested the plot by un­ 
warily asking whether the rice ridges, 
the little embankments which sur­ 
round each level rice plateau to keep 
tile water In place during the growing 
season and which he saw all around 
him, were Filipino earthworks from 
boh iud which they fought. 
The Colo­ 
rado men assured him that he had 
guessed right and then waded Into 
some long lectures on the lighting 
qualities of the insurgent. 
“Ye see they paint their bodies Just 
the color of the ground, and It is im­ 
possible to see one at night uutil he 
has wriggled rigid under yer nose,” 
said an ex-ore heaver from Leadville. 
“Then ye want to watch out, for all 
Filipinos carry razors Just like other 
coons." 
Another related how sentry after sen­ 
try had been abducted during the night 
by these stealthy marauders and advis­ 
ed that the head should never be poked 
above the trenches. The rookies gath­ 
e r e d round tried hard to remember all 
the advice offered them, while their 
eyes bulged aud their breath came 
hard. 
Some wanted to know' how* far 
It was to the front. They wanted to get 
into the struggle at once. The obliging 
volunteers pointed out the direction to 
get the best tight lug and also the dark 
streak of woods where they declared 
there 
were 
500 
unburied 
Filipino 
c o r p s e s whose ghosts walked and tired 
volleys at midnight. 
Meantime the squads detailed for out­ 
post duty were having a very Interest­ 
ing time. One In particular was enjoy­ 
ing itself by crawling on all fours 
through a stubbly paddy field. 
A ras­ 
cally young volunteer sergeant, w’ho 
never could resist playing his Joke 
when he had the proper man. conduct­ 
ed the party, warning them not to lift a* 
head or a volley of Filipino bullets 
would get 'em sure. 
There was uot a 
belligerent Filipino within two miles 
of the spot. 
After a painful trip of a 
quarter of a mile on their bellies the 
Ninth regiment party came to the vol­ 
unteer outpost ami proceeded to relieve 
It. 
The dark spots were pointed out 
where Filipinos w'ere supposed to be 
lurking, and they were left to their 
duties with the Injunction to keep low’ 
down. The Coloni doe departed on their 
all night march to the Mariquiua river, 
feeling satisfied that they had made 
good provision for defending the quiet 
spot they left behind. 
There Is no doubt that the volunteers 
are giving the new regulars, who need 
it. some good Instruction* for the vol­ 
unteers themselves are beginning to 
suffer on account of some of the rules 
they have solemnly la it! down. 
The 
members of the First Colorado when 
they pass along the Santa Mesa road. 
which leeds to the waterworks, at 
night are halted by members of the 
Twenty-first United States infantry, 
the last to arrive. 
The word “halt!” 
is not spoken in a quiet, persuasive 
toue, but Is fairly yelled out on the 
still night air. 
it has the effect of 
bringing the poor volunteer back on 
his haunches and causing him to ask 
the man with tin* uioe new Krug 
Jorgensen not to shoot him. 
“ Hands up!” ordered a Twenty-first 
man the other night. 
“Friend!” shouted the Colorado man, 
Intent ou reaching town on an erraud. 
“Friend or no friend, hands up!” or­ 
dered tin* regular. 
The Colorado man put his hands up 
and advanced with a few uoupootlcal 
sentiments coming from between his 
teeth. 
The man of the Twenty-first lowered 
his loaded gun and allowed the volun­ 
teer to lower his hauds and pass on, 
remarking to him, “One o’ you water­ 
works gang told nu* that it was always 
safe to order hauds up, and you bet I 
ain’t takiu no chances on haviu a Fili­ 
pino run into me with his machete." 
The Rocky mountain genius suggest­ 


ed before departing that the best plan 
was to make everybody ail va nee back­ 
ward. 
T hey say the rooky got into 
trouble by follow ing out this order be­ 
cause he tried it on an officer.

H. L. " e lls, the N ew York Post’s 
cor respondeat, writing from San Isi­ 
dro, P. I’» under date of May 18 about 
the capture of that town, says: Here I 
am. at the extreme point of General 
Lawton’s advance, the second capital 
of the Republica Filipina, which the 
A m ericans have captured, with |h e re­ 
sult of getting nothing but an empty 
shell. The insurgent army is still “just 
ahead” of us, and the Spanish aud 
American prisoners, to release whom 
If the chief object of our long dash 
iDto the interior, are still “farther on,” 
but not so far as they were a few 
days ago. 
San Isidro is the capital of Neueve 
E< ija province and the largest town in 
this section of the island. 
It lies along 
the east bank of the Rio Grande de 
pa rn panga and is composed of the 
three connecting barrios of Pactoria, 
gaii Isidro and Banian. 
When Malolos 
was threatened, the insurgent seat of 
govt rnment was removed to this place, 
which was at that time believed to lie 
beyond the farthest possible advance 
of the American forces. 
Indeed, it was 
not believed by the Filipinos that even 
Mal* Iqs could be taken, but the leaders 
did not have so much confidence in the 
calor of the Filipino army and remov­ 
ed the capital. 
They h a v e system atically and unre­ 
mittingly deceived the people and their 
soldiers, but since the first reverse 
around Manila they have not deceived 
themselves, as their removal of capital, 
prisoners, supplies, articles, etc., to 
points farther into the interior amply 
proves. 
Every defeat bas been herald­ 
ed as a Filipino victory in the official 
paper, 
the 
Heraldo 
de 
Revolucion. 
Copies of the paper captured from time 
to tim e show how the ignorant natives 
have been lied to In order to keep them 
Id s y m p a t h y with t h e rebellion. 
The American losses have been tre­ 
mendously exaggerated. 
Our own re­ 
ports of the losses of the enemy are 
somewhat highly colored, suggesting 
the Spanish general and his typewrit­ 
er. but the Filipino reports are monu­ 
ments of inveracity. 
For instance, the 
second day after the battle of Al ala bon 
the Heraldo claimed a great victory, 
although the rebel troops “retired to 
take tip a better position.” as if a bet­ 
ter portion could be found in Luzon 
than 'he magnificent trenches they de­ 
serted n a panic when the Americans 
charged them. 
It also said that the 
Americans had lost 4,000 killed and 
many wounded, while the 
Filipinos 
had only OO killed and 200 wounded. 
Other issues stated that the American 
soldiers had mutinied and would not 
tight and that thousands of them hail 
been imprisoned on that account; that 
the only way they were made to fight 
was to get them drunk, when they 
would fight wildly and to little pur­ 
pose. aud that the Americans killed 
men, women and children. 
. 
The falsity of a part o f these asser­ 
tions both the Filipino soldiers and 
people now know. 
They are fulfy 
aware that they are gaining no vic­ 
tories, but are being defeated almost 
daily and are being steadily driven 
back from the valley to the mountains, 
but they still believe In the savagery 
and ferocity of the American soldiers. 
I pen no other theory can the whole­ 
sale desertion of their homes by the 
people as the army advances be ex­ 
plained. 
Fully 300,000 persons have 
bcd from the region over which our 
troops have advanced, not a quarter of 
whom have as yet returned to their 
homes. 
The towns captured the last 
two weeks by Lawton's command hail 
a population aggregating 100,000, and 
today but a few stragglers can be seen 
These people have 
tied 
for safety 
from personal violence through terror 
,rspired by the lies of the leaders of 
the rebellion and by the stories of the 
fierceness In battle of the Americans, 
a lated by Aguinaldo’^ soldiers. 
Among the latter there Is now an 
utterly demoralizing fear. 
They will 
r't stand long enough for the Amor! 
'ans to get within good shooting dis 
lance, 
They abandon the finest of 
trenches, even when protected by a 
'^cp ravine or a river iu their front, as 
Mon as our troops arrive within the 
range of sharpshooting at individual 
heads. 
Two days ago 20 men drove 
*0 of them out of trenches thus lo- 
‘ fifed. 
Today a few scouts came upon 
ti centinel of an outpost, and instead of 
uf upon them he dropped his MAUS- 
♦r n the road and ran for his life. The 
t^nplno leaders are fully aware that 
r army Is in a panic and that they 
L1/ novcr again fight a serious battle. 
-ere is nothing left them but bush 
pu.ng or complete surrender. 
^ prisoner captured 
tells the 
Pa* story, that the men do not want 
c 1 - ! T any more, but are compelled to 
by their officers. 
One Ta ken tw< 
ie ag© had a great welt across his I 


abdomen, which, 
he asserted, came 
from a blow given by his captain with 
a cane because he would not 
tight. 
Yesterday three men were found In a 
captured trench uninjured, having re 
mained for the purpose of being taken 
and one of them showed a perfectly 
clean gun to prove that he had not fil­ 
ed a shot in the fight. 
All the prison­ 
ers taken have been given a square 
meal nun then released, after being 
told of the order of General Otis to 
pay $30. Mexican, to every native who 
things in a serviceable gun. 
The troops encountered here are the 
flower of the insurrecto army, among 
them 
being 
the 
First regiment of 
Manila, composed chiefly of former 
members of the Seventy-third Spanish, 
admitted to have been the best native 
troops in the Spanish service. 
They 
are chiefly ilocaus aud Visayaus aud 
not Tagalogs. The Seventy-third was 
surrendered at the fall of Manila, and 
the men were seen about tile streets 
for a few weeks. 
Gradually they dis- 
appeared from view and later reap­ 
peared again 
as Aguinaldo^ crack 
regiment. 
They are the only insur­ 
recto soldiers who fire regular volleys 
in action. 
Fear of tile Americans has 
entered their souls as well as those of 
the others, however, and no trench is 
strong enough to keep them within 
good shooting range. 
Of the demoralization of the enemy 
there can be no doubt, but he is en­ 
abled yet to hold enough of his army 
together to interpose between us and 
the Spanish and American prisoners he 
keeps pushing farther and farther Into 
Mie Interior as we advance. 
The limit 
if possible advance this season has 
about been reached, and yet a sur­ 
render of these prisoners has uot been 
forced. 
Th nj are Aguinaldos trump 
card, and he concentrates all his en­ 
ergies 
tipoi) 
holding 
them. 
Spain 
would pay $7,<kmuhh> for them if the 
United States would permit. How long 
shall we be able to satisfy the world 
that this ought not to be done if we 
admit our own inability to secure their 
release? 
With better army transpor­ 
tation we could push right on and ei­ 
ther force a surrender or drive tilt* 
Filipinos into the mountains with their 
prisoners, where 
they 
could neither 
feed nor shelter them. 
They would 
then have 
to 
surrender them, turn 
them loose, starve them or massacre 
them outright, and 
it 
is 
uncertain 
which course they would pursue. H ow­ 
ever. our transportation is wretched 
and has hampered 
our 
movements 
from the first. 
With proper transpor­ 
tation and an energetic campaign we 
could have been here two months ago, 
with ten w e e k s of good campaigning 
weather ahead of us, but no pre I Mira­ 
tion was made for this war until after 
it began. 
No cessation of hostilities, no return­ 
ing of soldiers and refugees to their 
boules and even no surrender of troops 
eau be called an end of the war with­ 
out possession by the Fnited States of 
the arms of the lusurreetoa. 
That is 
why $30 is offered for each gun turned 
in. 
We could well afford to pay $300,- 
otto gold for 20,000 guns in this way. 
so long as Hie arms are in the posses­ 
sion of the natives conditions will re 
main 
unsettled, and 
the confidence 
requisite for commerce and Industry 
(•annot exist. 
No one would want to 
invest money 
iii 
developing the re 
sources of the island with a possible 
insurrection every year. 
Personally, I have little confidence 
in an early satisfactory ending of this 
war. even should a formal surrender of 
Aguinaldo’! army aud the Spanish and 
American prisoners take place. 
The 
insurgent army consists of two classes, 
the regulars nud the untied populace. 
It Is chiefly the latter who have de­ 
serted or quit fighting. 
They are un­ 
doubtedly terribly afraid of the Ameri­ 
cans and have had all the fighting 
they want for u time, urn! yet, should 
occasion offer, I should expect to see 
them bring their arms out from hiding 
aud join again iii an attack on some 
exposed place. 
They certainly may be 
counted upon to lend aid and comfort 
to such of their brethren as continue 
a guerrilla struggle. 
The difficulty 
of differentiating is very great 
There 
is no way to tell hostiles from peaceful 
citizens when ult dress alike and all 
claim to be “amigos” aud nil wear that 
oriental smile that is “childlike aud 
bland.” 
Until the people them selves 
recognize the fa c t'th a t Insurrection 
aud brigandage are injuring their own 
material Interests aud determine to 
stop it for their own welfare an end 
may uot be expected, and it is hoped 
that only a few mouths of American 
rule will teach them this lesson. 
As I write, negotiations are In prog­ 
ress 
between 
General 
Lawtou 
aud 
General Gregorio del Filar, command­ 
ing the rebel troops In this district. 
Several days ago Filar seut In an offi­ 
cer with au offer to surrender if he 
could take his army to Manila to sur­ 
render it. 
The messenger was sent to 
Manila aud returned with a letter from 
General Otis to the effect that uncondi­ 
tional surrender was the only terms 
that would be considered. 
Since then 
w e have driven Filar out of San Mig­ 
uel aud San Isidro, killed and wound­ 
ed many of his soldiers aud still more 
demoralized ids army. 
It may be that 
his desire for a theatrical display w ill 
cause him to bold out still longer. The 
Spanish idea of preserving honor by 
some display or other has a strong 
hold upon tile Tagalog general, as well 
as the usual love of primitive races 


Tor ceremonies. 
Spaniards here assure us that Agul 
na blo and half a dozen prominent Fill 
pino statesmen and generals were heie 
a few days ago aud started to have a 
dinner, which broke up in a row, ex 
tending to the shying of plates at each 
other’s heads. 
It seems that the ma­ 
jority of them wanted to quit, but they 
ail held differing views. 
The one ii 
reconcilable was General Luna, secre­ 
tary of war aud chief general in th? 
field. 
He bas been wounded in the 
arm and announces undying enmity to 
the Americans. 
That there is tribula­ 
tion in the Filipino household there is 
no doubt, but that it will lead to a gen­ 
eral surrender is questionable. 
It is 
not probable that more than 5,000 men 
aud arms couki be surrendered under 
any agreement that could be entered 
into. 
Should there be a surrender or 
should there uot, a garrison will have 
to be left at San Isidro, to be supplied 
by caseoes up the Fampauga river cr 
by pack animals from San Fernando. 
lf hostilities continue, it will be found 
that more cavalry will be absolutely 
necessary for escort purposes alone 
during the rainy season. 


NEW GUN FOR THE NAVY. 


T r i a l o f a Six I n c h q u i ok F i r i n g (ann 
In lO iia Iii lid . 
The navy department at Washington 
has just received 
from Thomas F. 
Lane, agent iii the United States for 
Vickersou *.Y Maxim of England, a re­ 
port on the result of the trial at the 
company’s proving ground of a new 
(J inch quick firing gun which lias been 
manufactured by the Maxim company 
for the United States navy. This gun 
was ordered by tile chief of the naval 
bureau of ordnance about a year ago. 
when the navy department purchased 
from the manufacturers the right to 
use this 
mechanism 
in 
the 
United 
States. 
This type of gun has been adopted by 
the British admiralty. It is of 45 cali­ 
ber weight of bore aud weighs over 
seven tons. Steel wire and long tubes 
form important elements iii the con­ 
struction of the gun, and an important 
part is that relating to the breech end 
of the gun. which is closed by a screw 
of novel design, says the New York 
Sun. The mounting of this gun is very 
compact, the gun being made to slide 
in a cradle bored eccentrically. 
The 
design 
gives 
great 
elasticity, 
and 
should tile mounting lie struck by a 
shot from t!u» enemy the thick sleeve 
of the top carriage gives additional 
protection to the pivot. A range indi­ 
cator and sighting telescope form an 
Important alteration from the usual 
sighting arrangements. 
Iii the recent trial a nu in lier of full 
charges of cordite were tired at a 
heavy gun range at Eek medals, Cum­ 
berland, during which a velocity of 
2,873 feet per second was obtained for 
a working pressure of 17 tons. 
The 
gun was then subjected to high strains 
to test its general construction and 
mounting, which were made in She! 
field. The projectiles fired weighed loo 
pounds aud were fitted with a ga- 
eheek, which to a considerable extent 
accounts for the high energies obtained 
aud prevents any abnormal wear din 
to use of modern guncotton or nitro­ 
glycerin explosives. 
The striking energy of the gun was 
no less than 5,724 foot tons, which 
would perforate a thickness of steel 
armor of 17 inches. 
The energy ob­ 
tained per ton o f gun is 7(>8.3 foot tons, 
aud as a rate of fire of ten rounds per 
minute for long series of rounds has 
been easily obtained the gun is capable 
o f doing work to no less extent than 
57.240 
foot 
tons 
per 
minute. 
The 
mounting Is constructed of light steel 
forgings with the special view of re 
duciug the weight on board ship and 
yet securing ample strength for with­ 
standing the strains of such a high 
powered gun. 
The general construe 
tion admits of great ease in training 
and elevating, which operations can ne 
performed by one man, who also fires 
the gun from a platform which rotates 
with the mounting. 
The energy of recoil is absorbed by a 
small hydraulic cylinder in combina­ 
tion with two springs, which latter. 
after firing, return the gun to its firing 
position. These arrangements are plac­ 
ed beneath the gun so that they are se­ 
curely protected from shell fire. 
The 
gun itself recoils in a steel cylinder 
which protects the outside of the gun 
from damage by small quick firing ar­ 
tillery.
